The Salad Bowt, * 


While primitive man subsisted on the 
products of the fields, forest, and stream 
without the aid of cooks, it should be our 
aim to live near that condition by taking 
more and more of those foods which demand 
the least use of heat or cooking in their 
preparation, 

In selecting uncooked food we must al- 
ways be vigilant to use that which is per- 
fectly sound, and in good condition, neither 
unripe nor overripe. With tomatoes, let- 
tuce, romaine, cucumber, cress, and the 
numerous other plants of the kitchen 
garden, we can make combinations for a 
summer meal which almost excludes cereals 
for main substance. Beef tongue with let- 
tuce and beet, or fish and cucumber; 
chicken or game with cress or romaine, 
and tomatoes with just enough well baked 
bread to help out a meal, offers a repast 
attractive, satisfying, and nutritious to the 
majority of feeders, 

Contrary to general notions, the use of 
fat in the form of salad oils should be en- 
couraged in summer. Let it be remem- 
bered that the more oil we take the less 
bread we need. One ounce of oil will do 
as much duty as food as two and a half 
ounces of dry starch or five ounces of bread, 
and is much easier digested. 

The quantity of oil we can consume is 
very small, and the appetite is 
acquired, digestion will be greatly im- 
proved. Salad might certainly be used 
twice a day. 

There is another aspect to this feature of 
food of great value. Observation will 
teach the inquirer that the thirsty souls 
who can never get enough water to drink 
of any kind are those who consume most 
starchy substances, as, for instance, boiled 
potatoes, bread having little well-browned 
crust, and pies, Cheap potatoes and 
abundant flour are not always unmixed 
blessing.

In summer digestion needs to be vigorous, 
and to insure this end we ought to avoid

Salads are at all times valuable as cool- 
ing, refreshing food, and are, besides, ex: | 
cellent food for promoting sleep, 

The salad dressing does not often re- 
quire the cook stove to prepare it, since oil, 
vinegar, cream, and eggs may be used. 
The taste and sentiment of every individual 
may be consulted by varying the form of 
service to any conceivable extent. 

The number of salad articles prepared 
from cooked garden stuff are as varied and 
enticing as the most delicate appetite could 
desire. From the health standpoint it 
would be difficult to choose a more delicious 
plant than the tomato, either raw or 
cooked, The extent to which this beauti- 
ful fruit-vegetable is used, and its yearly 
increasing uses attest its value as a popular 
favorite. The enormous quantities used 
for the manufacture of ketchup, canning, 
and for soup gives promises of a still larger 
consumption during the winter season. 
For rheumatic and kindred evils the mild 
acids of the tomato are extremely useful as 
a solvent of decided power,— Baltimore 
American. 


Picnic Menus, 

What to take to a picnic in the lunch 
basket is a serious question to the house- 
keeper. She does not want to be so worn 
out with cooking that she cannot go her- 
self for no picnic is enjoyable to the right 
minded family if mother stays at home. 
Yet everybody will eat twice as much as 
they would at home and without injury to 
their digestion. 

Here is a lunch for six people as ar- 
ranged by a farmer's wife. A two quart 
pot of baked beans, one dozen biscuit 
split and buttered, a pressed chicken, one 
dozen cucumber pickles, one dozen sugar 
cookies, a plain cake, a slice of cheese, 
lemons for lemonade and some fruit. 

Another included ham sandwiches in 
which the ham was chopped and spread 
between the buttered bread, brown bread, 
pressed beef, pickles, Saratoga potatoes, 
cottage cheese, a loaf of spice cake, 


cookies, fruit and coffee and lemonade. 

A third plan called for ham sandwiches 
and eggs, cream 
doughnuts, fruit and coffee, 

A little different menu included rolls, 
pressed chicken, pickles, cooked cabbage 
salad, cottage cheese, fruit and roll cake, 
fruit, ice cream and lemonade, 

A lunch that would not take very much 
time to prepare consists of cold baking 
powder biscuit split and buttered, cold 
boiled tongue, egg sandwiches, Saratoga 
potatoes, plain cake, fruit, coffee or lemon- 
ade.—New England Farmer.

Sunlight on Our Skins, 


The stimulus of the sun's direct rays 
and that arising from the friction of the 
fresh air causes increased activity in the 
capillaries supplying the surface with 
blood. When this stimulus is continued 
for any considerable time these vessels 
become gorged, and minute portions of 
the blood force their way into the layer 
immediately under the epidermis, or outer 
skin. Itis the presence of the red cor- 
puscles of blood which gives the ruddy 
flesh tint seen through the outer skin. 
At the same time the sweat glands and oi! 
glands, whose function it is to lubricate 
the surface and keep it moist and cool, be- 
come exhausted by over stimulus; the 
oater skin gets hard and dry, and soon 
begins to peel off in the familiar way, 
taking the minute particles of extrava- 
cated blood along with it. Direct sun 
light also has a darkening effect upon the 
aciual coloring pigments of the skin, but 
this action is distinct from actual tanning, 
and manifests itself in the form of freckles, 
The permanent bronze or ruddiness of 
complexion seen in sailors and travelers 


in hot countries is the result of a long- 
continued combination of the two 
processes, 
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What Does16 to1 Mean? j 


The money question at the present time 
is whether or not the United States shall 
undertake the free coinage of silver at the 
old ratio under which sixteen ounces of 
silver were accounted equal to one ounce 
of gold. 

One ounce of gold, American coin 
standard of fineness—that is 900 parts of 
pure gold to 100 of alloy, will coin in gold 
dollars $18.60. Sixteen ounces of silver, 
American coin standard of fineness,—that 
is, 900 parts of pure silver to 100 of alloy, 
at the rate of 412 1-2 grains to the dollar 
(the weight of the present standard silver 
dollar) will coin $18.60 in silver dollars, 
These 16 ounces of silver can be bought in 
the markets of the world today for $9.04. 
There would, therefore be a profit of 
$8.66 on an investment for $9.94, being 
about 87 per cent., if a holder of silver 
could take it to the mint and coin it with- 
out charge into silver dollars. 

The advocates of free coinage favor a 
law that will allow any holder of silver 
bullion, or in fact, silver of any kind (as 
the latter can readily be melted into bars) 
to have the right to take the same to any 
mint of the United States and convert it 
into silver coin free of charge. 

It is easy to see if this were done it would 
not be long, with free coinage, befofe the 
country would be flooded with silver coins, 
and the very large profit to the owners of 
silver mines would quickly start to work 
mines at present idle, to the immense 
advantage of the mine owner. 

It is also easy to see that everybody who 
owed money would pay in silver rather than 
in gold, because silver money would be 
cheaper than gold money, and gold money 
would soon be unattainable, The gold 
could be used to advantage in the foreign 
trade, because a gold dollar would purchase 
abroad nearly twice as much as a silver 
dollar as the metal in it is intrinsically 
worth twice as much as the metal in a 
silver dollar. 

The wages of labor would in effect be cut 
down almost one-half because the contracts 
of working people with their employers are 
expressed in the terms of money, and by 
reducing the money system of the country 
from the existing gold standard to the sil- 
ver standard, the value of the dollar would 
practically be cut in half.—Milford Jour- 
nat. 


Ejfects of Overcycling. 


There are further injuries done to the 
youth, male or female, through other or- 
gans of the body, and especially through 
the heart. Dr. Kolb, as well as myself, has 
found that it is the heart that is principally 
exercised during cycling. So soon as brisk 
cycling has commenced the motions of the 
heart begin to increase, In this respect 
cycling differs from many other exercises. 
Rowing tells most on the breathing organs; 
dumb bells and other exercises, where the 
muscles are moved without progression of 
the body, tell most on the muscles; while 
in climbing aud long pedestrian feats it Is 
the nervous system that is most given to 
suffer. There is nota cycle rider of any 
age in whom the heart is not influenced so 
as to do more work, and although in skilled 
cyclists and trained cyclists a certain bal- 
ance is set up which equalizes the motion, 
such riders are not exempt from danger. | 
have known the beats of the heart to rise 
from eighty to two hundred in the minute, 
in the first exercise of riding, an increase 
which, for the time, more thau doubles the 
amount of work done—a very serious fact 
when we remember that the extreme 
natural motion of the heart allows it to per- 
form a task equal to raising not less than 
122-foot tons in the course of twenty-four 
hours—that is to say, over five-foot tons an 
hour. 

In the young we may apply the same ar 
gument to the heart as we have done to the 
skeleton; the heart is undergoing its devel 
opment, and itis an organ which cannot 
without danger be whipped on beyond its 
natural pace. What occurs with it under 
such circumstances is that it grows larger 
than it ought to grow, that it works out of 
harmony with the rest of the body, and is 
then most easily agitated by influences and 
impressions acting upon it through the 
mind. I have many times seen this jruth 
illustrated too plainly, and 1 doubt whether 
in the young, after extreme exercise, such as 
that which arises from a prolonged race, 
the heart ever comes down to its natural 
beat for a period of less than three days de- 
voted Ward

largest village of Quincy will learn to the 
contrary. It is true it had more males, 
but Quincy Centre has more females and 
more people. Chief Wadlin in explana- 
tion says: This presentation shows the 
number of families, the number of males 
and females, and the tota) population of 
each city and town, and the same facts for 
the several villages or sections of which 
each city or town is composed. The popu- 
lation which lies outside of the wel defined 
limits of the villages or sections is included 
under the name of the city or town itself 
which is, of necessity, repeated under its 
own name in order to present the total 
population for the town. In those cases 
where the name of the city or town is 
simply repeated, it means that no villages 
or sections were reported separately owing 
to lack of definite boundaries although 
each undefined viilages or sections are 
actually located ip some cities and towns.

I. O, O. F. Memorial Day. 


Sunday was Memorial day for the Old 
Fellows of Quincy. Mt. Wollaston lodge, 
No. 80, assembled at its hall in the after- 
noon and had as guests members of John 
Hancock lodge of Wollaston and Carrie E. 
Ruggles lodge of Kebekahs. A line of 
march was taken to the Congregational 
church where public services were held, 
which were attended by about 100 Odd 
Fellows, and also members of their 
families, and also the widows of deceased 
members. Some additions were made to 
the church decorations of the morning. 

Mrs. Hood presided at the organ, and 
after the voluntary, Rev. E. N. Hardy, the 
pastor of the church, offered the invoca- 
tion. A quartette composed of Mrs. Henry 
Tirrell, Miss Carrie Follett Spear, Mr. A. 
L. Hood, and Mr. Doane, rendered *‘ How 
Long Will Thou Forget Me, O Lord’ by 
Carl Pflunger. Rev. Mr. Hardy read the 
Scriptures, which was followed by the fol- 
lowing introductory by Past Grand Jacobs 
of Mount Wollaston lodge: 

“We meet today in compliance with our 
usual custom in the month of June to 
engage in services that shall tend to refresh 
in our minds the memory of those of our 
Brothers who have left the scenes of their 
earthly labors; to call to mind their earnest 
appreciation of the value of the principles 
that lie at the very foundation of our order, 
hoping that thus we may not only keep 
ever green in our memory the examples 
they have left us, but also it may serve 
to stimulate us to emulate their devotion to 
the maintainance and practice of those 
principles they so constantly manifested 
and which never ceased until they crossed 
the dividing line of time and eternity. 

The roll of ‘Our Dead’? now numbers 
eighteen. Since our last Memorial Day, 
three names have been added to the list, as 
follows: 

GreorGe L. Gitt, P. G., who died 
Dec, 16, 1895. He was born in Hingham, 
but was long a resident of Quincy. He 
joined our order, I think, at the institution 
of Mt. Wollaston lodge, July 18, 1845. He 
was made N. G. in January, 1850, and was 
an active member uutil the surrender of its 
charter. His love for the order never 
ceased to exist, and in 1884 he was a peti- 
tioner for the reinstitution of the lodge, 
being a charter member, also treasurer for 
several years. Words of mine cannot 
represent his character as faithfully and 
vividly as it exists in your minds today. 
pbough the cares of a busy life, and in- 
creasing years caused his attendance at 
meetings to be less constant than formerly, 
yet special occasions always found him 
ready to aid and attend, while by conversa- 
tion and inquiries he manifested his in- 
terest and kept well informed as to the 
affairs of the lodge, 

Bro. WintiaAmM GraGa, died March 22, 
1806. He was initiated into Odd Fejlow- 
ship on the occasion of the reinstitution of 
Mt. Wollaston ladge, March 10, 1884, and 
continued a faithful member until his 
death. Being of aretiring disposition he 
bas not taken so active a part ia the meet- 
ings and business of the lodge as many of 
its members, but bis readiness to perform 
the duties his membership enjoined has 
always been effectively manifested in a 
quiet and unostentatious manner. 

Horace O. Souruer, P. G., died May 
29, 1806. Born and resided the greater 
part of his life in Quincy, He was made 
an Odd Fellow in University Lodge, No. 
144, of California, where he was residing 
for some years. Returning to Quincy he 
joined Mt. Wollaston March 29, 
1887, by card. He became an active 
member and was made N. G. Jan., 1892 
In 1894 he was commissioned as D. D. G. 
M., which office he held at the time of bis 
death. This interest and activity in pro- 
moting the welfare of our order was ever 
manifest and unabated tothe end. His 
warm-hearted and generous sympathy 
made him ever ready to assist a brother in 
distress or need, and his assertion of our 
principles was always positive and confi- 
dent. 

Of these our brothers we may say: 


Lodge 


“ Their epitaph! Odd Fellows, true and good, 
Sincere in friendship, ready in relief, 
Discreet in trust, faithful in brotherhood, 
Tender in sympathy, and kind in grief. 

And now on this altar we deposite these 
laurel wreaths, sacred to undying memories 
and emblematic of the immortality of the 
soul, 

Such has been our loss during the past 
year, Loss, did I say! That may be the 
first impression, but under the rule of an 
All Wise Providence, which we as Odd 
Fellows acknowledge, who shall say that 
the effect of His decree may not show the 
apparent loss, a real gain. The rich legacy 
of Friendship, Trath and Love which they 
have left us, limited as it may be by human 
imperfection, shall it not stir our hearts 
anew to higher and holier appreciation of 
the needs of humanity and our duties to 
our fellow men, and thus become a living 
influence that shal! prove a gain through 
all our future life. 

“ With us their names shall live 
Through all succeeding years, 
Emba!med with all our hearts can give. 
Our praises and our tears. 

And ever near, yet unseen, 

The dear, immortal spirits tread ; 

For all the boundless universe is life— 
There are no dead.” 


The mystic links which bind us to our 
brothers are not yet broken. Across the 
seeming chasm that separates this life 
from the life to come, they stretch and still 
unite in fraternal bor ds. Over them flash 
telephonic messages from sou! to soul. In 
that vast eternal beyond, their spirits re- 
spond to every high aspiration and hail 
with joy all our efforts toward a more per- 
fect life ere we too shall join them in that 
better land.

The address by Rev. M. S. Nash of 
of Hanover was a thoughtfal and interest- 
ing one, but space prevents publication in 
full. He said it wasa service of simple 
loyalty to those who have passed away, 
and an inspiration to better manhood. 
Life was richer for service and sacrifice, 
and he was the best Odd Fellow whose 
life has been given to the human family. 
His whole address was a call toduty. In 
closing he said, tbat the order having 
taken its foundation from the Bible, owed 
a duty to the church, and urged all to be 
faithful to Jesus and the church. 

A duet by Mr. Hood and Mrs. Tirrell 
followed entitled ** Hark, Hark, My Soul,” 
and then Rev. E. N. Hardy offered the 
benediction. 

The lodge marched back to I. O. O, F. 
hall aud was dismissed. New regalias were 
worn on the occasion and looked very neat.

Brookline also appointed a committee o 
five citizens to consider carefully all the 
existing general laws relating to counties 
and County Commissioners, conferring 
with the citizens of other municipalities, 
and to report in print atthe next town 
meetiug such changes and additions to the 
law as in their jadgment the town should 
ask the next General Court to adopt.

Municipal Lighting. 


Published by Request. 

The following appears in the Annual 
Report of the town of Plymouth for 1895: 

“* Understanding that there isto be no 
formal report of the Committee on Munici- 
pal Lighting (appointed at the last annual 
town meeting), the undersigned, one of 
the committee desires to state briefly to 
the town certain facts and recommen- 
dations relating to the subject. 

“The writer was given some time to the 
collecting of reports and to a personal 
investigation of a number of electric 
lighting plants. An increasing number of 
towns and cities in this Commonwealth, 
and elsewhere, furnish their own electric 
light, and ata great saving over what the 
same wou'!d be furnished by private parties, 
There is no apparent reason why an elec- 
tric plant should not be managed by the 
town as economically and wisely, and for 
the people's interest, as well as the high- 
ways of which the lights would seem to be 
a part, or as the public water supply; and 
in this State the private ownership of 
public water supplies is generally and 
properly discouraged. The city of Boston 
lately investigated this subject, and Oct, 
1895, reported in favor of municipal 
ownership of the public lighting plant, 
The city of Salem is agitating the subject. 
The town of Peabody owns its own plant. 
Wakt field has recently bought the local 
company with certain attendant features 
not necessary to be duplicated. The town 
of Wellesley owns its street distribution 
which it put in at acost of $13,000, and 
purchases its current of a company 
Natick at $6.00 per light. There are 504 
lights, Marblehead has a population of 
between 7,000 and 8,000, and its valuation 
is nearly the same as that of Plymouth. 
The electric light plant there is exceeding- 
ly well planned and arranged. There are 
165 are and 40 incandescent lights, cover- 
ing 32 miles of streets. In their forth- 
coming annual report the cost in detail of 
running the station for one day, (or night,) 
December 21, 1895, will be shown. ‘The 
lights are run from dark to daylight, or all 
night, and the cost, after making all 
deductions, inclnding interest and deprec!- 
ation charges, was 25¢ cents per arc 
light, or $75.00 for 300 nights, or at the 
rate of about $35.00 per year for half 
night service, sucb as Plymouh enjoys for 
$75.00. 

‘* Many other instances might be cited, 
but perbaps enough has been said to 
warrant the recommendation that the town 
instruct the present committee or some 
other, to investigate and report on the 
proper method and probable cost of estab- 
lishing an electric light plant to be owned 
and operated by the town.”

The New Union Station. 


Work has been commenced for the mag 
nificent union station to be erected at foot 
of Summer street. At a meeting July 1, 
it was found that the capital stock of $500,- 
000 had been paid in, and the directors 
then proceeded to get the preliminary work 
under way. Notice was served upon the 
New York & New England railroad officials 
to vacate tbeir property as soon as possible. 
Inside of half an hour two tracks near the 
Summer street extension were vacated and 
a gang of men were put to work removing 
the ties and rails, This work will be kept 
up until all tracks are removed, but the 
station will not be abandoned until after 
July 4. 

Mr. John C. Sanborn, superintendent of 
the Plymouth Division of the Old Colony 
system of the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford Railroad, has been appointed 
General Manager of the new Boston 
Terminal Company and he will enter upon 
bis new duties at once, 

The work of building the new Union 
Station will come directly under his care, 
and for the purpose of getting the best 
ideas possible to be obtained, the new 
general manager will inspect the best rail- 
road stations in the world 

During the coming month he will cross 
the Atlantic and inspect all the great 
railroad facilities in England and on the

Mr. Sanborn was born in Northfield, 
N. H., Sept. 13, 1843, and has been rail- 
roading all his life. At the age of 16 
he received his fivst appointment with 
the Old Colony Railroad as assistant 
at the South Braintree Station. 

After six months’ service there he was 
made a brakeman and baggage mas'er. 
When the first call for 75,000 troops was 
issued he enlisted in Company C, Fourth 
Regiment. He rose to a Lieutenant after- 
ward: in Company B, Forty-third Tiger 
Regiment. He was later on commissioned 
by Gov. John A. Andrew as Captain in the 
Massachusetts Volunteers. 

After the close of the war he was ap- 
pointed a conductor and rana train between 
Boston and Newport. In 1868 he was ap- 
pointed station agent at Boston. He rose 
to passenger transportation master, and in 
1889 was appointed general train master. 
He had charge of the Boston statiou and 
yards, passenger and freight conductors 
and brakemen, also the distribution of all 
passenger, baggage, construction and 
caboose cars, which numbered over 600, on 
the whole system of 600 miles or more. 
When the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford Railroad leased the Old Colony 
Railroad. Mr. Sanborn was appointed to 
the position of Division Superintendent.

Sailors’ Snug Harbor. 


The trustees of the Sailors’ Snug 
Harbor situated in that part of Quincy 
known as Germantown, near Quincy 
Point, made theirannual visit Monday to 
that most comfortable home for superan- 
uated seamen. In the party were C. L. 
Young, president of the institution; Eben 
Bacon, treasurer; J. G. Whitney, secre- 
tary; Robert Stevenson, G. B. Upton, 
Henry Emmons, G. S. Cushing and Hon. 
Winslow Warren, all of the board of 
trustees, 

They had for guests the secretary of the 
collector, D. S. Knowlton, George Whit- 
ney, president of the Union National 
Bank; Alfred Bowditch, N. W. Curtis and 
others. The steamer Henry Morrison 
was chartered for the trip,and after leaving 
India wharf, she steamed down alongside 
the Servia, giving the Ancients a parting 
salute, and passing down amcng the 
islands of the harbor sped gaily along to 
Germantown. 

Here a landing was made, and the party 
walked to the Snug Harbor, but a short 
distance away. The buildings, situated in 
the midst of nearly 100 acres and sur- 
rounded by great elms, are reached by hard 
gravelled paths and avenues, bordered by 
beds of flowers, well kept, tidy, and trim 
as the great vessels in which these old 
tars bave spent all their years of active 
usefulness, 

The building in which the men have their 
home is a large and handsome brick struc- 
ture, the greater part of which is divided 
up into airy rooms large enough to con- 
taip a single bed, chairs, table and chest. 

Near by is the little cemetery, At the 
head of each grave is placed a tombstone 
with a simple inscription. An exception 
to this are the graves of two old salts who 
had endeared themselves to the Adams 
family, and a gentleman bearing that 
historic name has erected monuments to 
the memory of his humble friends. In 
this cemetery there are buried thirty-seven 
sailors. 

Funds are needed to extend its useful- 
ness, as Many worthy persons have to be 
refused admission. It is dependent on be- 
quests and the income from $150,000 for 
its maintenance.—Boston Advertiser. 


John Shaw bpeseas viewed. 


Hon, 


The Cleveland Leader interviewed Hon, 
John Shaw of Quincy, while returning 
from St. Louis. 

“What we want in this country,”’ said 
Mr. Shaw, “is work for all the people 
at good wages. There can be no pros- 
perity so long as a large number of the 
people are either out of employment or 
are working at reduced wages. In 1892, 
under the McKinley law, labor was 
fully employed. There was work for 
every man who desired work. Capital 
was fully employed, and business in 
every line was good. The result was a 
degree of prosperity that had never 
been equaled in the United States. 
The Democratic party is responsible for 
the change that has taken place since. 
They won the election in 1802 by ap- 
peals to class prejudices and to the pas- 
sions of the people. ‘They arrayed the 
rich against the poor, They won that 
election under a pledge to pass a cer- 
tain law. They repealed the McKinley 
law and put a law of their own in its 
place, and what was the result? The 
people of the United States who are 
compelled to labor for a livelihood know 
the result, They have felt the effects 
of the inauguration of the Democratic 
policy in the loss of employment and 
wages, and they are only waiting for 
a chance to vote to put McKinley, the 
author of the law under which the 
country enjoyed its greatest prosperity, 
in the White House. I tell you the peo- 
ple are in earnest in their desire for a 
restoration of protection to the tariff 
system of the country. They will show 
that they are in earnest when they go 


to the polls in November. Protection 
is the isspe, and before the campaign 


is very old everybody will want to hear 
all about it.’’ 

The Leader adds: ‘Colonel Clark and 
Mr. Shaw came direct from St. Louis to 
Canton, and they paid their respects to 
Major McKinley before coming to Cleve- 
land. They were, in fact, the first men 
that bad been at the couvention who called 
upon the candidate for president after his 
nomination. The members of the Home 
Market Club have for years been warm 
friends and admirers of Governor McKin- 
ley. He has delivered addresses at several 
of their annual dinners, and as the chief 
exponent of the protective tariff policy 
they look upon him as the ideal candidate

Household Receipts. 


Rice Cakes. One pint and a half of 
cold boiled rice, soaked foran hour in 
warm water, enough to cover it. Mash the 
rice well, and make a batter, with one 
quart of milk, flouras liked, salt to taste, 
and two eggs well beaten. The batter 
ought to be moderately thick. Fry on a 
griddle, 


PurerE oF Tomato. Cook together one 
tablespoonful of butter and two tablespoon- 
fals of flour, add three cupfuls of cooked 
tomato rubbed through a sieve, simmer 
five minutes, pour in acupful of cream, 
bring to boiling point, season to taste, add 
a quarter of a teaspoonful of suda and 
serve. 


Srruva BEAN SALAD. Make a French 
dressing of one teaspoonful of salt, quarter 
of a teaspoonful of pepper, two tablespoon- 
fuls of vinegar and four tablespoonfals 
of olive oil, mixed with three cupfuls 
of cold boiled string beans and half a table- 
spoonful of onions cut fine. 


CREAMED Bacon. Put some slices of 
bacon in a pan and set in the oven to bake 
until they are brown and crisp. Put them 
on a hot platter; add to the fat in a pan a 
tablespoonful of flour, stir until smooth, 
add gradually a cup and a half of milk and 
cook two minutes or until smooth, Pour 
over the bacon in the platter.. 


PicKLED Cnerries. Select large ones 
that are perfect. Put one quart of vine- 
gar, three pounds of sugar, half an ounce 
each of ground cloves and cinnamon tied 
in a bag, intoa porcelain kettle ard let 
them come toaboil. To this add five 
pounds of cherries and boil one minute, 
Pour into cans and put the covers on. 


Cuerry Pik, Pick the stems out of 
your cherries and put them in an earthern 
crock, and set them in the oven till they 
get hot, take them out and seed them, 
make tarts with or without tops and sugar 
to your taste. The heating of the fruit 
gives the flavor of the seed which is very 
rich; the seeding of them while hot is not 
a delightful job. Made this way they need 
no water for juice.

When dry, it was clean, as nice a fit as 
when new and was soft; whereas it had 
been hard both to touch and in appear- 
ance, It is again doing its duty nobly.

To Hang a Hammock.

Careless Bicyclists, 


There seems to be need of considerable 
repetition regarding the ‘‘ rule of the road ”’ 
as it applies to riders of the bicycle. It is 
of course, the same for them as for those 
who drive or walk, but its requirements 
are frequently violated. When meeting a 
vehicle coming towards her a cyclist 
should turn out to the right, and when 
passing one going in the same direction as 
herself, to the left. If this simple formula 
were strictly and universally adhered to, a 
large proportion of the trouble which 
occurs on the road would be obviated, It 
is most often disregarded in the case where 
the rider has to pass a carriage or another 
wheel going in the same direction. There 


frequently seems to be plenty of room to 
shoot by on the right side, but it ought to 
be remembered that the vehicle ahead has 
the first claim to that side of the road, and 
would have to move in closer to it if 
crowded by anything coming the other 
way. Then the erring rider would be 
caught in a ‘ pocket,” and might have 
serious reason to regret the attempt at 
unlawful passing. When two cyclists rid- 
ing together wish to go by a wagon ahead, 
they will sometimes separate, one passing 
on either side of the vehicle. This is al 
ways wrong, and extremely inconsiderate 
of the driver, besides being likely to 
frighten the horse; and if he shies, one 
rider or the other is bound to be hurt, 

There is ope important point to be 
looked out for in passing from bebind, and 
that is to watch carefully for anything 
coming in the opposite direction. If you 
have been riding behind a carriage, and 
perbaps could not see the whole road 
ahead, it is dangerous to turn out and pass 
suddenly before ascertaining whether the 
coast is clear, 

An experienced bicyclist said recently 
that nothing annoyed him more on his 
trips than the carelessness of many riders 
about turning around in the middle of a 
much frequented street or cycle road. 
They will do this without the slightest 
sign or warning to those behind, and 
without even looking over their shoulders 
to see who may be near. Under such 
circumstances it is often impossible to 
avoid a collision, or at the least a fall for 
the innocent rider following, who swerves 
violently to one side to avert disaster, If 
a vehicle drawn by horses should be com- 
ing close behind, there is danger of the 


thoughtless turner being run over.—/ur- 
per's Bazar. 


Expenses Abroad. 

Railway fares, unless one travels in 
slow trains and miserably in third-class 
cars, are more expensive in Europe than in 
the United States, and the accommo ation 
is inferior. 


Paris to Nice one pays eighteen dollars; in 
America one may travel from New York to 
Chicago, a greater distance, in a sleeping 
ear for five dollars. 

Life in good European hotels costs as 
much as it does in good hotels in America, 
but travelers may be independent and get 
cheap accommodations in third-class hotels, 
if they like; they will be badly lodged and 
fed. Open-air music, beer, wines, and 
common cigars cost less in Europe than 
in America, but good theatres, a first class 
opera and excellent cigars are quite as 
expensive abroad as at home. 

Servants’ wages are lower here, but 
experience proves that one good American 
servant does the work of two Eurupeans, 
and does it more simply and neatly. 

Street-car fares are about the same in 
Europe as in America. 
such as quinine, for 
much dearer, 

The real difference in fayor of Europe 
is that one may, if one chooses, adjust the 
standard of living to one’s income, 
Economy is respected in Europe and is 
considered respectable, whereas in America 
this is not always the case. In Europe 
even people of considerable means may 
live simply and economize in a way that at 
home would excite unpleasant comment, 
Here it is accepted as a matter of course.— 
Lippencott’'s.

Making Sailing Ships Go Faster. 


The statement of an Italian sea captain 
that he had proved by experiénce thata 
ship goes faster when her sails are per 
forated with a number of holes than when 
they are quite sound, was at first looked 
upon as too ridiculous for consideration, 
remarks a contemporary. Uubelievers, 
however, now find that the Italian has 
gone a long way toward proving his case. 
His theory is that the force of the wind 
cannot fairly take effect on an inflated 
sail, because of the cushion of immovable 
air that fills up the hollow. To prevent 
this cushion collecting he bored a number 
of holes in the sail which let part of the 
wind blow right through it and allowed the 
remainder to strike against the canvas and 
exercise its full effect. Several trials have 
been made, and it looks asif this is another 
of those paradoxical truths which appear 
so impossible on the surface, The experi- 
ments were made in all weathers. In a 
light wind a boat with ordinary sails made 
four knots, while with the perforated sails 
she covered five and a quarter knots; ina 
fresh breeze she did seven knots with 
ordinary sails, and eight and three-quarter 
knots with the improved sails; in a strong 
wind she did eight knots and ten knots 
respectively. If this augmented speed was 
sustained throughout a long voyage it 
would increase the value of the ship one- 
fifth, as she would make the same trip in 
four weeks that

THE PROPOSED tax-levy order is just 
about as large as the law permits, and 
much nearer the limit than in recent years, 
although the limit increases rapidly. 
the first year of the city, the limit was about 
$117,000. This year, Mayor Adams told | 
us in his inaugural it would be $207,864 by | 
ope method, and $203,1 
It is fortunate, in view of the appropria- 
tion, that the limit isso large, for by the 
tax order introduced in the City Council it 
is necessary to assess $202,500. 

But this farge levy for current city ex- 
penses isresponsible for an increase of about 

27,000 in the total levy, and is sure to 
materially increase the tax rate, even if 
there is a large increase in valuation. 

The figures which enter into the tax levy 
are pearly complete with the passage of 
the order for $202,500 now pending in the 
City Council. The total State tax is $11,- 
777 50, and the total county tax $12,078 97. 
There are but 7 more polis than in 1895. 
The amount of maturing notes and interest 
required, is known and the overlayings and 
valuation only are to be estimated. Here 
are the figures for the two years side by 
side:

Store Burglarized.

Two for Quincy. 


Article X XI of the Constitution of Mas- 
sachusetts requires that the Norfolk 
County commissioners shall meet at Ded- 
ham, Tuesday, August 4, to divide Norfolk 
county (exclusive of Cohasse!) into thirteen 
Representative districts. The same num- 
ber as at present, but towns have gained 
differently in number of legal voters so 
that there will be some changes of district 
boundaries. Quincy hopes to form one 
district, entitled to two representatives. 
The law says the districts shall be of 
contiguous territory, so as to apportion 
the represeptatives assigned to each county 
equally, as nearly as may be, according to 
the relative number of legal voters in the 
several districts of each county, and such 
districts shall be so formed that no town 
or ward of a city shall be divided therefor, 
nor shall any district be made which shal! 
be entitled to elect more than three 
representatives,

Poor Accommodations. 


Never have we heard so much complaiat 
by our citizens, who travei on the steam 
and electric cars, as at the present time. 
There is not a day but many get disap- 
pointed. The street-car conductors are 
found much fault with on the Quincy Point 
line, because their cars arrive at the Quincy 
station two or three minutes after the 
steam cars have gone to Boston; ard many 
have to wait about an hour for another 
train. And how natural it is for a live 
Yankee to find fault at such times; even if 
the conductor is not to blame. 

Now,a larger part of the trouble is owing 
to the poor accommodation given by the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford rail- 
road, 

One train an hour to Boston fora city 
of twenty thousand inhabitants is not the 
thing. There is no station on the Old 
Colony road that has so many passengers 
as Quincy; yet many places with one- 
quarter the travel have better train service. 
If the managers of the road would only 
look into the matter for a few moments we 
think they would see their mistake. 

The street cars are often obliged to wait 
one or two minutes for the outward train, 
and do not have sufficient time to run from 
the Quincy station to Chubbuck street, and 
allow a car there to catch the next train to 
Boston, which leaves at twelve minutes 
past the hour. If there was another siding 
near North street, many of the travelers on 
this jine would not be disappointed so 
often. 

We learn that the company would put in 
another turn-out if they were granted the 
right, although they do not lose anything 
by the present arrangement; as many of 
their passengers who get left at the Quincy 
station take the street line for Boston, 
rather than wait a long hour for the next 
train; consequently the Quincy road gat 
another fare. 

The Quincy and Boston street railway 
company are now carrying between 1,000 
and 2,000 daily to Boston ; owing in part 
to the poor accommodation the steam road 
is givirg our citizens,

State Highways. 


It is reported that the State Highway 
Commissions propose to expend $29,600 in 
Norfolk county this year as follows: Hol- 
brook-Weymouth, $4,100 ; Norfolk, $7,000; 
Norwood, $5,000; Walpole, $7,000; Wey 
mouth, $6,500, 

In the Holbrook-Weymouth case, the 
line crosses a small part of Weymouth 
which can be reached only by going 
through territory of Holbrook. In this 
case, the towns have relinquished their 
rights to do the work by contract them- 
selves, 

The commission has reserved out of the 
$600,000 which the state gave them this 
year about $75,000 for office work and con- 
tingencies, leaving $525,009 tor the con- 
struction of roads. Petitions for new 
roads have been coming in during the 
year thus far at the rate of three or four a 
month, and taking this year with the last, 
the demand is far in excess of the ability 
of the state to supply. Some 270 towns or 
allin the state but about 50, have peti- 
tioned for a piece of state road and most of 
them will have to wait for a considerable 
time before their turn will e-me.

As there seems to be considerable vari- 
ence of ideas regarding the erection of 
the cairn at Penn’s hill on the seventeenth 
of June we publish the following articles 
from the Randolph Register: 

In February last, the Quincy Historical 
Society voted to erect a cairn on Penn’s 
Hill, in memory of Abigail Adams who, 
with her son, John Quincy Adams, 
watched the smoke and listened to the 
guns of the battle of Bunker Hill, June 
17th, 1775. The cairn was to be of rough 
stone, cemented together, such as was 
used in the cairn erected to the memory of 
Miles Standish at Squantum. 

They also voted to invite the Quincy 
Chapter of the Daughters of the Beyolu- 
tion, and designated the 17th of June as 
the day for the event. Without consulting 
the Historical Society, the Danghters took 
the matter into their own hands and 
carried out the proceedings to a successful 
eud. To all fair-minded people, the 
credit of the cairn and its inception be- 
longs to the Quincy Historical Society, 
whose honorable record and splendid pur-

The Quincy Historical Society claims 
jthat honor, and the Adams Chapter, 
| Daughters of the Revolution, of Quincy, 
make a similar claim. 

In September, 1895, Mrs. N. V. Titus 
of Squantum erected at ber own expense a 
cairn on Squantum Head, commemorating 
the landing of Capt. Miles Standish at that 
spot. She invited the Historical Society 
to be present and take charge of the box 
for the cerner stone, also the Daughters 
of the Revolution and other patriotic 
societies Lo assist in the ceremonies, On 
that day and at Squantum, Mrs. Titus said 
she hoped to see a similar memorial on 
Penn’s bill in honor of Mrs. Abigail 
Adams.* As a chapter of the Daughters of 
the Kevolution was forming in Quincy, 
she spoke several of the ladies in- 
terested and thought it would bea nice 
idea, after the Chapter was organized, to 
erect a cairn on Penn’s hill. 

Early in the spring it was rumored 
that the Quincy Historical Society had 
voted to build a cairn to Mrs, Adams, 
getting the idea from Mrs. Titus’ remarks 
last fall at Squantum. When Mrs. Titus 
heard the rumor, she consulted with 
members of the Adams Chapter as to 
what was best to be done under the cir- 
cumstances, and the opinion was tosee if a 
joint celebration could not ve arranged for 
June 17, 1806, 

Mrs. Titus, regent of Adams Chapter, 
D. R., and a member of the Quincy 
Historical Society, wrote several letters to 
the secretary of the Quincy Historical 
Society asking thata meeting be called, 
to vote on the two societies uniting in a 
joint celebration on June 17, 1896. Mrs, 
Titus, also called on the librarian and the 
curators. The majority of the curators 
were in favor of the celebration this year, 
but the letters to the secretary were not 
acted upon, or a meeting called, 

Not receiving courteous treatment from 
the officers of the Quincy Historical Society, 
the Adams Chapter in May voted to erect 
the cairn as first talked of by them, prc- 
vided suitable arrangements could be 
made. Hon, Charles Francis Adams, 
president of the Quincy Historical Society, 
was consulted, and he said he did not 
think it would be discourteous to the 
Quincy Historical Society, if the Adams 
Chapter built the cairn as talked of, and 
promised to give a bronze tablet for the 
cairn, The Adams family were much 
pleased with the idea, and Mayor Adams 
of Quincy selected the spot on which to 
erect the cairn. 

On May 10:h, the invitations were al) 
ready to send out, and on the 20th, two 
thousand were issued, the rest to be sent 
later by members of the Adams Chapter 
and State societies.

On May 21, a meeting of the curators of

Greetings from Italy. 
BY DR. C. 0. YOUNG. 


I had just arrived at Pontebba, on the 
Italian border. It was about 10 o'clock in 
the evening. The conductor cries: *‘Aus- 
steigen! Two hours’ stop before next train 
for Venice!” Oh, but for this tedious 
waiting one might well travel in Europe. 
What am I to do? I must wait. The 
heavens are overdrawn with a dark-blue 
cloud. It is quite dark; the jagged peaks 
of the eastern Alps behind Pontebba are 
scarcely to be seen. The darkness of the 
night shuts out the view. Ab, darkness, 
thou art the father of crime and the rob- 
ber of all that is beautiful. 

The conductor's voice awakens me out 
of my melancholy reverie: “Come along; 
only five minutes’ walk to Giovanni’s inn, 
The best of wine; in Rome none better.” 

He said this with a rapture that would 
certainly have whetted my appetite had I 
been a lover of wine. However, I hope 
my friendly relations with Quincy’s tem- 
perance apostle will not suffer from my ac- 
cepling the invitation. Such an opportu- 
nity of studying the life of an Italian inn 
is not always at hand. 

We grope our way through the darkness 
and stumble over some rubbish in the mid 
dle of the street. Well, what of it? Life is 
also only astumbling over difficulties; an 
eternal stumbling toward an undesired 
goal—the grave. But, why these melan 
choly thoughts? 

We enter the said inn. By the open fire- 
place, in the background of the room, 
stands a stout woman, the keeper's wife, 
occupied with the preparation of a steak, 
to which she has added an undue amount 
of strong-smelling warlic.

At the Seashore. 


Prepare for mosquitoes by making a so- 
lution of baking-soda and water in a four- 
ounce vial adding a few drops of carbolic 
acid and shaking thoroughly. Bathe the 
wounds in this mixture as soon as they 
are felt, and before yielding to nature’s im- 
pulse in response to the irritation, It will 
generally prevent any further trouble 
from them, 

Fat abstemiously of sea food during the 
first few days, abjuring clams, lobster and 
crabs at tea or late dinner. The inquiries 
after pain killers and cholera mixtures 
frequently heard among seashore visitors 
would indicate much reckless indulgence in 
these dainties harmless after the sytem 
becomes adjusted to changed conditions, 
but frequently responsible for sleepless 
nights and low spirits among pleasure 
seekers, Better an ounce of abstinence 
before, than pounds of it after, eating too 
heartily. 

Similar cautions apply to sea bathing. 
A ten minute plunge is long enough for 
the first day, Gradually one may lengthen 
the pleasure, Only the very robust can 
remain in the water over half a hour with- 
out physical loss, a twenty-minute plunge 
being for most people the best maximum 
allowance of time. Two hours, or nearly 
that, should elapse after eating, before 
going to the bath, the earlier half of the 
day being preferable for people who need 
to be careful about securing that pleasant 
aiter-glow which is assurance that the sea 
bath is yielding its best effects. 

People afflicted with nervous depression 
and those who think themselves scarcely 
strong enough for an ordinary surf bath, 
should try the following method: Select- 
ing the hottest hour of a sunshiny day, 
seek a sandy beach where the public eye 
will not be oppressive. Let the bathing 


suit be of flannel, and wear a warm 
undervest beneath it. Do not wade 
slowly in, allowing the cold to creep 


gradually up the person. The shock of 
the sudden plunge is of benefit to the 
nerves if followed by a healthy reaction. 
To at once fall down and roll over in even 
eighteen inches of water, then give one’s 
self to the buoyancy of the tide, till the 
waves have drenched the shoulders clear 
to the neck, is perhaps the best way to 
epjoy the three-minute plunge with which 
one should begin. From three to five 
minutes islong enough for the sea-dip. 
Next, go up on the beach above high-water 
mark, where the sand deep and 
thoroughly sun-heated, and, lying down, 
half bury the person in the hot sand, 
Have a wide hat or parasol to shade the 
head. The combination of dampness, 
heat and coolness will be found delightfully 
soothing, The touch of mother earth, of 
the wandering breezes and of the ardent 
king of day, are all full of healing. A 
half-hour in this soporific vapor bath will 
not prove too much, 

When ready to leave the beach, do not 
allow any notions of cleanliness to com- 
pel you to return to the sea to rinse off 
the sand. On removing the suit, the 
flesh willbe found nearly dry; any sand 
that has reached it, will easily brush off 
with the towel, After the bathing suit is 
dry, a vigorous shake will dislodge all the 
sand from its folds. Where bathing suits 
are private property, is not the idea that 
they must be rinsed in fresh water after 
every bath more nice than wise? Surely a 
bathing suit should never be so fine as to 
become an object for solicitous care, and 
who ever gets too much rest or too much 
of old ocean’s salt during a whole season 
of seashore life? Any temptation to 
chilliness after the bath should be warded 
off by gentle exercise, or by basking in the 
sun; therefore a siesta directly after bath- 
ing is not advisable. —Congreyationlist.

Mount Wollaston 


Cemetery. 


At this season, large numbers of people 
go to the cemetery, generally carrying 
flowers. To go there simply to study 
mural archilecture is an education. 
Among all the monuments of our fine 
granite, so various in design, a single shaft 
of white, at the grave of Israel W. Munroe 
stands prominent. Delicate carving is 
upon it, the base forms a fitting support 
and it is noticeably beautiful in purity and 
simplicity. 

As one enters and turn a little to the left 
several paths terminate in a wide space 
with a bed of flowers. Diagonally to the 
main path is a large lot rather triangular, 
a low broad sarcophagus open in the middle 
part, arrests one’s eyes. The longer one 
stands the more its perfect symmetry and 
beauty of outline grow. Itis made of Am- 
herst, N. H., granite that is capable of very 
fine work. At the corners are polished 
lines, graceful in outlines. A polished cross 
is cut op the open ball. The letters 
of the ndme Holden are of graceful shape. 
A fine base of Quincy granite gives dignity 
to this beautiful piece placed at the grave 
of an old citizen. Dr. Holmes said, 
“Partial culture leads to the ornate, 
extreme culture to simplicity,’’ and no- 
where in our cemetery is this better ex- 
eniplified than in this monument so simple 
and so chaste in form and ornamentation.

Household Receipts. 


Demperauce. 


Soup witHour Meat. Tomatoes may 
be added to soup stock, but the above is 
always possible and very delicate. One 
pint raw or canned tomatoes, one pint 
water, halfa tea-spoonful soda, one pint 
milk, seasoning. Boil tomatoes and water 
half an hour; mash or put through sieve as 
convenient; season with salt, pepper and 
onion, or celery seed, to taste; add the 
soda. Scald the milk; thicken with a tea- 
spoonful of flour, mixed with as much 
butter, and add to tomato when ready to 
serve. 

Tomato Pie, Sweer. Six large to- 
matoes, ripe or green; flour, sugar and pie 
crust. Pare, and stew the tomatoes for a 
short time; place them in a deep pie disb; 
sprinkle on a little flour and sugar; cover 
with crust and bake in a moderate oven. 


TONGUE SALap, Cut in small pieces 
half of a cold boiled tongue and the whites 
of three hard boiled eggs; add the white 
hearts of two heads of lettuce torn in small 
bits; mix. well with salad dressing, place in 
a bow! and sprinkle the yolks of eggs, 
mashed with a fork, over the top. 


Eaa Pianr Frirrers. Take a large- 
sized egg plant, leave the skin and stem on 
and boil till tender, Remove the skin and 
mash very fine in an earthern bowl with a 
teaspoonful of salt. Drain off the liquor 
and add plenty of pepper, a large iron 
spoonful of flour, half a cup of milk or 
cream and three eggs, This makes a nice 
batter. Drop into boiling hot lard and fry 
as you would fritters, 


EscALLOPED TomAro. Pare and cut 
into a baking dish layers of tomatoes alter- 
nating with thin layers of bread or cracker 
crumbs, seasoning each layer with salt, 
pepper and butter, Finish with crumbs 
and bits of butter to make a nice crust, 
and bake half an hour in a brisk oven.

1, Law cannot make a man moral, but

3. Prohibition has come to be the 
recognized method of fighting the saloon 
evil, No system of dealing with the traffic

Adams houses, our splendid academies, 
and many large schools, ask about our 
public affairs. 

Our tight little Town Hall is pointed out, 
not without some hesitation, for that has 
nol kept pace with public improvement, 
nor is it in proportion to our necessi- 
ties. A visit there, only Saturday, on 
business, revealed an inconvenient, even 
unbusiness like arrangement of offices. 
One bad to pass, with many others, on 
similar errands, through the large room 
where the Assessors were busily at work, 
to reach otber officers, To find the mayor, 
one passes through two business offices 
devoted to various departments, and is 
directed to a small closet devoid of venti- 
lating shaft, fan, or window, to change the 
air; a gas jet further improves the 
humidity of these dog days. Below stairs 
we are told, less attractive offices can be 
found. Is the Board of Health responsible 
for the sanitary conditions where meu are 
held in confinement ? * 

lf a woman were carried to our station 
house, to be kept over night, would she be 
received into a place where the privacy and 
decency required by her sex, however de- 
graded she might seem, could be main- 
tained? 

Then why not all the departments of 
public work beneath one roof? If rentals 
have to be be made outside our City Hall, 
presumably those rentals pay the landlord. 
Cannot the city be the gainer by owning 
all their own places of business, being their 
own tenants? 

A great deal has been agitated about im- 
provements at City Hall, and itis not dig- 
nified or businesslike to transact our city 
affairs as we do. Iu spite of the cry of 
heavy taxes, high valuation, our school 
tax, elc., we can not afford to be behind the 
Limes in city affairs, Our public servants 
are conscientious, earnest gentlemen, 

Quincy is not old enough yet for any cor- 
ruption in municipal affairs to creep in, 
As a city increases in size these evils will 
come in unless we begin well. We need 
breathing room; some privacy is needed to 
conduct public as well as private business 
judiciously. With the Adams block, 
Durgin & Merrill’s block, the new Savings 
bank block going up, an enlarged and con- 
venient place to transact public affairs is a 
necessity. The interests of the public will 
not suffer, for we are now paying rents for 


offices which should be under our own 
Town Hall roof. Let us weigh carefully 


these suggestions,

Around the City.—IlI. 


Taking Granite street one finds old 
Quincy. The restfulness of the big square 
houses, like the one Mr, Clapp lives in, is 
in welcome contrast to the little modern 
villa-like homes around other parts of this 
city. 

The quaint home of E. W. H. Bass still 
keeps its picturesque features particularly 
in the rear where the shops are so silent. 
Back of it, primitive country, from 
which a sweep of villages, hills, and the 
homes of various industry can be seen. 

Within the house, old time walls have 
partially given way lo spaces made gener- 
erous by changes, and it is within the en- 
trance hal! that a century old piece of fur 
niture is seen, 

Furniture it almost is, yet when its k2ys 
shrink from moisture it has taken up, we 
were told that musica! tones still respond 
to touch of its keys. This relic, almost 
one century old, was a plano made by Mr, 
Mackay, predecessor to the Chickering. 
There are six octaves of keys. The inside 
is as clean and free from blemish cf rust or 
dust as it ever was. The case is rich ma- 
hogony inlaid everywhere with brass. 
There are six legs which are ornaments, 
One large drawer and two smaller ones 
were made to hold These are 
dainty receptacles for anything.

“The prosaic monument man who goes 
to Quincy, Mass., for estimates on work, 
and hurries away as soon as his object is 
attained without taking time to relax a 
little and see something of the sights, 
misses a treat that would prove both pleas- 
ant and profitable. Besides quarries which 
have made the town famous and which, by 
the way, are the deepest of the kind in the 
country, is the natura! scepery. From the 
tops of any of the hills a magnificent view 
of a fine rolling country may be bad. Der- 
ricks rise on all sides save one toremind the 
observer of the extent of the granite indus- 
try in these parts, the exception being to 
the east where old ocean holds sway. Of 
in the distance lie the islands which the 
government has appropriated for the pur- 
pose of coast defence, and otill further 
away glistens the golden dome of the 
state house in Boston, nearly nine miles 
distant, Here may also be seen the first 
piece of railway laid dowa in the country, 
with its granite ties, constructed to trans- 
port the granite for the Bunker Hill mona- 
ment,—tbis was about 70 yarsago. Ina 
word, Quincy, apart from its staple indas- 
try, isa very interesting place, historically 
and otherwise, and well repays a visit.’’

No one appeared in favor, and the re- 
monstrants were heard. 

W. G. A. Pattee, Esq., counsel 
for the Street Railway company, 
opyosed. He was surprised that 
no one was heard in favor. It 
was not usual he said to raise 
technicalities at times like this 

but he would point out afew. He claimed 
the notice was defective in that the statutes 
required it to be published in newspapers 
and it bad only been inserted in one. 
Second, they should not be revoked be- 
cause the company bad a legal right to pat 
them in. Third, if not granted they cap 
never be revoked.

The company bad endeavorer to find out 
whether it had rights and bad asked an 
opinion of the City Solicitor through the 
Mayor sume weeks ago, but no decision 
had been rendered. The only way to get 
turnouts up was on petition and order for 
revocation,

The Quincy Yacht Club, 


The unqualified success of the Quincy 
Yacht club's series of open regattas has 
doomed the old fashioned club races, For 
something like two years they have been 
fizzles, There was nothing remarkably 
successful about the one the club has held 
this season. If another one is held, as has 
been scheduled in the club book, it will 
probably settle nothing, not even the 
championsbip. 

As the club has already expended a 
larger amount of money on racing than 
heretofore, it would seem as though it 
would meet the approval of the racing 
skippers if the Regatta Committee de- 
clared the race of Sept. 1, off. 

The judges of the Quincy Yacht club 
have made an excellent move in the 
interest of good yacht racing. They have 
made, it is so understood, a determined 
stand against entering protests on trivial 
technical infringments of the racing rules. 

At the open race of July 18th the 
Romance protested the Gleaner, Swirl and 
Privateer on two technical points on 
Starting. If these protests had been 
sliowed nearly the whole of the second 
class would have been thrown out of the 
race, 

The judges gave a hearing and then sent 
their decision through the secretary to Mr. 
Sears, the owner of the Romance. The 
decision closes with this significant para- 
graph: 

** As il appears from your testimony that 
you filed the protest mainly in order to 
secure a ruling on one or two technical 
points of Assoviations Racing Rules, they 
deem it to be for the interest of good 
yacht racing to decline to allow it, or to 
disqualify the protested boats,” 


Quincy One District. 


The Norfolk County Commissioners 
have apportioned the city and towns of the 
county into Representative districts, as 
required every ten years, and the division 
is as equitable as possible, and gives good 
satisfaction in this section of the county. 

Quincy which for 20 or more years has 
been joined with the town of Weymouth 
with three Representatives, will hereafter 
go it alone with two, while Weymouth and 
Braintree will go together and have two. 

Brookline’s bluff for two Representatives 
was unavailing, the Commissioners not 
seeing their way clear to legally make such 
an apportionment. The town has but 
3,243 voters, and the average district for 
one should be 2,370, and for two 4,740. If 
the town really expected to get two it 
probably is disappointed. 

The number of Kepresentatives in the 
county is the same as in the past Len years, 
viz. thirteen. The number of districts is 
increased one, and there are now ten. The 
nomber is the same as suggested by the 
Dairy LEDGER on Monday and six of the 
ten districts are identically the same, 

As intimated by the Leper, it is not 
an easy task to divide a county so that dis- 
tricts shall be of equal siz, and the towns 
of a district contiguous, The apportion- 
ment by the Commissioners is as fair as 
possible and the board is to be compli- 
mented. ‘The districts, voters, ete : 

District No. 1\—Dedham and Norwood, 
one representative; oumber of legal voters, 
2835; clerks meet at Dedham. 

District No. 2—Brookline; one repre- 
sentative; number of lega! voters, 3243. 

District No. 3—Hyde Park; one repre- 
sentative; number of legal voters, 2772. 

District No, 4—Milton and Canton; one 
representative; pumber of legal voters, 
2267; clerks meet at Canton. 

District No. 5—Quincy; two representa- 
tives; number of legal voters, 4325. 

District No. 6—Weymouth and Braintree; 
two Representatives; number of legal 
voters, 4370; clerks meet at Braintree. 

District No. 7—Avon, Randolph and 
Holbrook; one representative; number of 
legal voters, 2237; clerks meet at Ran- 
dolph. 

District No. 8—Stoughton, Sharon and 
Walpole; one representative; number of 
legal voters, 2471; clerks meet at Sharon. 

District No. 9—Wellesley, Needbam, 
Dover, Medfield and Millis; one represepta- 
tive; number of legal voters, 2304; clerks 
meet at Dover. 

District No. 10—Foxboro, Norfolk, 
Franklin, Bellingham, Medway aod Wren- 
tham; two representatives; number of 
legal voters, 4076; clerks meet at Franklin. 

The decision of the Commissioners not 
to divide the city of Quincy into two dis- 
tricts is generally satisfactory, particularly 
as neither party had anything to gain 
politically. If divided, Wards One, Two 
and Three would have constituted one 
district and the other wards the other. 
The city in one or two districts will ordi- 
narily elect two Republican Represepta-

obviate the need fora bond issue before 
November. This is to be done, we are 
told, by the issue of sixty-day bills, in the 
confidence that the tide of gold will set 
toward us before two months have expired. 
Tbat the bankers are willing to take such 
a risk is proof how great is the interest of 
the foreign money-lenders in the mainte- 
nance of the gold standard. 


—In spite of Mr. Williams’ insinuations 
to the vontrary, the Sherman act passed in 
1890 still stands on our Statute Books 
unrepealed except in one respect. The 
repeal of 1593 struck out the clause requir- 
ing the purchase of silver. The govern- 
ment was being compelled to buy silver 
bullion, irrespective of coinage and the 
treasury was being used as a warebouse for 
silver. There was never any good reason 
for that of course. But the repeal of 1893 
did not change in any way the coinage 
law. Under the Sherman act, originally 
and now, the Secretary of the Treasury is 
authorized to coin che bullion on band at 
his discretion. Secretary Carlisle is now 
coining silver dollars. Last month he 
turned out 1,500,000 of them, and this 
month heis increasing the output.—Ar- 
lington Advocate.

“dogs that bite and what to do with

“It isa great mistake people make,” he 
said, ‘‘to start in at once to kill a dog that 
has bitten them, or have it killed for them. 
It has been proven scientifically and is ad- 
mitted now by all physicians who are 
posted that hydrophobia is not a spontane- 
ous disease, and cannot be given to 4 person 
by a dog bite unless the dog be mad when 
it causes the wound. The dog's condition, 
if it be mad, will be manifested within 
two days, ortwo weeks atthe latest. By 
permitting it to live, therefore, the physi- 
cians can tell definitely whether the person 
bitten is liable to have hydrophobia. If 
the dog goes mad witbin that time they 
| know the person bitten may be inoculated 
with the same dread disease and may have 
the same fate. If the dog does not go mad 
then there is no fear of hydrophobia and

Our New York Letter. 


[Special Correspondence. ] 

New York is just now elated over the 
prospect of soon being rid of the noisy, 
jolty, inefficient cable cars. Compressed 
air is responsible for this prespect of re- 
lief. The inventor is a Scotchman, and 
the cars now in service possess more ad- 
vantages than their modest originator 
has claimed for them. As no special 
rails or conduits are necessary, they are 
certain to become popular, and, if Dame 
Rumor speak correctly, the inventor is 
already a rich man and will probably, 
in the natural course of events, become 
a multimillionaire. The advantages of 
the air motor cars are numerous. Chief 


operation. Then, too, they may be so 
charged that the operator cannot make 
them run beyend the limit of speed de- 
sired by the company, aud even at the 
top speed a car can be stopped in its 
length. The starting and coming to a 
halt are accomplished without a jolt, a 
fact which is certain to be appreciated 
by every person who has been bumped 
and jostled in the present ridiculous 
cable cars. 
The “Seaside Resort” Craze, 

A few years ago, when the first roof 
garden was opened in this city, it was 
patronized enormously and proved a 
veritable gold mine for the projectors. 
The effect was a foregone conclusion. 
Every manager whose theater would ad- 
mit of it started a roof garden, and all 
hands made money and were happy. 
Then one of them secured a “turn” 
which was rather vulgar. It proved a 
strong drawing card, and the other Zel- 
lows not only ‘‘saw’’ him, but went 
him one better. In consequence the roof 
gardens in many cases ceased to be de- 
cent places and were shunned by the 
thousands of men who are usually ac- 
companied by ladies, This did not seem 
to make much difference at first, but 
gradually it was noticed that the receipts 
were falling off. Last year the roof gar- 
dens had avery bad season, and this 
summer it has been even worse. 

‘It’s an ill wind,’’ etc., however. 
The undoing of the roof gardens has 
proved the making of those places 
within easy reach which are known as 
seaside resorts. Several of them have 
been started this year, and nearly all of 
them appear to be making a great deal 
of money. All sorts of devices are shown 
for luring the nimble dime from the 
pocket of the visitor. of these— 
most of them, in fact—are legitimate, 
while some of them are fukes, pure 
and simple, and would not be tolerated 
outside of a seaside resort. The reason 
for the success of these places is prob- 
ably due to the desire of the people of 
any large city to get close to salt water. 
Then, besides, New Yorkers as well as 
Brooklynites are “outing fiends.’’ 

Hotels and L. A. W. Members. 

The bicycle hus been accused of hay- 
ing done all sorts of things that it had 
no business to do, and it is for that rea- 
son all the more gratifying to read of 
@ne branch of trade which has been ben- 
efited by the silent steed. It has re- 
cently mitted to have relieved 
the country inn, or those inns at least 
within a radius of 100 miles from this 
city, and undoubtedly the invasion of 
hungry riders has brought about an im- 
provement in the character of the small 
hotels along popular routes of travel. 
But the hotels have been called upon to 
pay some tribute to the bicyclists for 
accomplishing their renaissance, and a 
list published the other day showed the 
reduction from the regular rates which 
bicyclists could get in New Jersey if 
they belonged to the League of Ameri- 
can Wheelmen. The highest percentago 
deducted for them is 83!4, and the re- 
ductions range from this down to 10 per 
cent. Only one restaurant made this 
small reduction from regular rates, and 
it is situated in a large town. The 
average percentage was from 20 to 30, 
and the highest was allowed by a hotel 
in a very small town in a neighborhood 
less frequented than the others. None of 
the restaurants in the immediate neigh- 
borhood of New York has found it neo- 
essary to make this deference to riders, 
and a number of them scattered through 
Westchester county are quite as expen- 
sive as the pretentious down town estab- 
lishments. 

Large Idle Class In New York. 

A well known politician from ‘‘up 
the state,’? who recently came to this 
city on a combined pleasure and _ busi- 
ness trip, called attention to a condition 
of affairs the existence of which and the 
remedy for which have puzzled the wise 
men of Gotham for many years. Said 
this rural sage: 

“‘There is one feature of life in New 
York that always amazes me, and that 
is the large idle class that one finds 
here. Your parks are filled with idle 
men—ablebodied fellows most of them— 
and one may find them there at all 
hours of the day. They fill the benches, 
and they don’t look as if they wanted 
work. Down around the piers there is 
always a crowd of idle men. The

benches at Battery park are filled with 
them. They impress me as being pro- 


fessionals in the art of killing time. 
How do they live, and where do they 
sleep? We are led to believe that New 
York is a busy city, where every man is 
rushing around attending to his own 
affairs. Asa matter of fact, your idle 
class is larger in proportion than is that 
of the lazy little town from which I 
came. I have gone on excursions from 
here to the seaside resorts on week days, 
and I have always found a lot of men 
on board. How does it happen that they 
can knock off work in the middle of the 
week and take these trips? I do not re- 
fer to tramps, of course, but to the 
men who live in the cheapest kind of 
tenements and have some sort of a 
home and enough to eat and wear. It 
looks to a stranger who visits your 
parks and your excursion boats as if 
about half of your big population was 
made up of idlers.’’

The underlying gas and water 
pipes also cause a great deal of difliiculty. 
Sometimes a section of the street over the 
excavation will settle a little, causing the 
pipes to leak, 

Along Tremont street, from Shawmut 
avenue to Boylston street and from Park 
street to Scollay square, the work of exca- 
vation may be observed through the open- 
ings to the surface which appear at fre- 
quent intervals, The earth is taken toa 
convenient dumping place by means ofa 
bucket and rope railway above the side- 
walk, 

Where the terminal station is to be 
erected at the Shawmut avenue junction 
with ‘Tremont street the buildings have all 
been razed on the flatiron lot between the 
Streets, preparatory to constructing the en- 
trance where the Dorchester and Roxbury 
cars are to go beneath the surface. 

The only other work now under way is 
the experimental section at the head of 
Friend street, in Washington street, which 
is being done by night in order to find out 
the conditions of soil under which that 
section must be built; and the rearrange- 
ment of pipes and mains in Haymarket 
square, to give a clear path for the subway. 
The lower part of the subway terminates 
in Haymarket square.—Ploughman.

STONES IN Quincy BuryING GROUND, 


ONE MAY READ ON OLD Tous 


The days when English-speaking peo- 
ple of two religions were locked in a life 
and death struggle; when men and women 
were burned, tortured, beheaded, banged, 
| their hands and feet cut off, or eyes plucked 
out, seems long ago when one reads 
Macaulay. But standingin an old bury- 
ing ground, peopled with those splendid, 
God-fearing, dauntless but narrow-minded 
old Puritans, born, many of them, back in 
the 16th ceutury, one realizes how brief 
has been the history of New England, the 
outcome of the struggle. Standing there 
one can give his left hand to the earliest 
actors in the fray and clasp with his right 
the bands of the actors of today, their 


descendants, 

Reading, too, between the lines of the 
inscriptions, One notes the value of breed 
ing; of combining the best “strains” of 
blood, certainly, a process as valuable in 
buman beings as in other animals. 

Given an hour in an old churchyard ina 
historic locality and a moderate knowledge 
of history, Bunker Hill and Lexington are 
but things of yesterday. 

There stands a stone in the old burying 

ground at Quincy—in former years ** Brain- 
try’’—which marke the resting place of 
one whose father was stabbed to death, 
whose mother was publicly beheaded, her 
sentence having been ‘‘commuted” from 
public burning, and whose husband was 
also killed, dying a comparatively young 
man, after a two or three weeks’ illness, of 
nothing but a broken heart. 
, widow of Leonard Hoar and 
daughter of John, Lord Lisle, the regi- 
cide, the stone tells us, She died in 
nearly 50 years after she bad seen her hus- 
hand laid away, and 40 years after her 
mother was butchered. 

Alicia Lisle, mother of Bridget Hoar, 
was the first victim of the ** Bloody As 
size,” that terrible circuit in which the 
brutal, drunken, blood-thirsty, infamous 
Jeffreys, at the instigation of king James 
Il., no less cruel and infamous, had 
sentenced nearly 300 innocent people to 
death at the stake or gallows, besides send- 
ing many hundreds into slavery or banish- 
ment to hot countries. An equally sure, 
albeit a less speedy and more cruel death, 

It was in Jeffrey's work and the work 
of James’ favorite butcher, Kirk, that the 
king tuok most delight. And it was Kirk’s

mother, died in 1661. 

Leonard Hoar, who married Bridget 
Lisle, after graduating from Harvard, went 
back to England, and was settled over the 
j little parish at Wamstead. Ejected for 
non-conformity, he came back to Massa- 
| chusetts in 1672, where for a few months 
| he was assistant pastor of the Old South 
| church, 

From 1672 to 1675 he was president of 
Harvard University, where he introdaced 
many valuable features, buat his brief 
regime was stormy and unhappy, as he was 
totally devoid of the powerto govern. The 
directors of the college were about equally 
divided as to his retension, until one por 
tion prevailed upon the students to 
| ‘strike’? and on a certain day not a 
student presented himself at chapel or for 
instruction. Then the president resigned, 
betook himself to Boston and survived the 
bitter humiliation but a few weeks, dying 
at the early age of 45. He lies buried near 
his wife and mother, where a massive slab 
celebrates his virtues but does not give the 
cause of his death. 

Joanna Quincy bore her husband seven 
children, one of whom, Daniel, begat John, 
Harvard graduate, speaker of the House 
for the longest term held by any one 
during the provincial period, member of 
the council for 40 years, and great-grand 
father of John Quincy Adams. it was 
from Edmund Quincy's second marriage to 
the widow of Rev. John Eliot, Jr., that 


| graduates, Harvard president, mayors of 
Boston have sprung. 

And, so, although we cut loose from the 
old religious struggle about which we began 
to talk, a few further words about the 
Quincys and some of the other inhabitants 
of the old burying ground may be of in- 
terest. 

The first of the Quincys to come to these | 
shores was Edmund, who came here a 
young man of 26 yearsin 1628. He made 
a home for his wife and children, and re- 
turning to England brought them to 
America in 1633, in the same ship which 
brought Rev. John Cotton here. He lived | 
but two years thereafter, being but 33 years 
old when he died. 

The year that he died several thousand 
acres, called the Mt. Wollaston plantation, 
were granted to him and William Codding- | 
ton, one of the founders of Rhode Island. | 
Later these acres were set off from Boston, 
and called Braintree, and from the latter a 
portion was still later set off and called

@e too, was an author of repute. It is his 
grandson, the son of Josiah Phillips Quincy

This article was not intended exactly as 
a Quincy biography, although the family 
occupies a large part of the history of 
early Massachusetts, but mention should be 
made of Miss Eliza Susan Quincy, danugh- 
ter of the Harvard president, who died in 
1SS4, at the ripe age of 86. She was her 
father’s secretary for more than half a 
century, and was a woman of vigorous in- 
tellect, every faculty of which she retained 
until the last. Her diary of current events 
was invaluable and was a mine from which 
her brothers drew much material.

He was created a lord by Cromwell, but 
after the restoration fled to Switzerland, 
where at Lausanne he was stabbed in the 
back and killed by emissaries of Charles IL. 
just as he was entering church. 

Alicia Lisle, by the way, was quite nearly 
akin by marriage to lord William Russell, 
who, connected with the Rye House plot— 
a plot to murder Charles I1., and his 
brother, the duke of York, afterwards 
James LI., of whom we have been writing 
—lost his head, as perhaps, under the 
circumstances, he deserved, and at least, as 
pretty much every prominent man did, 
either by one party or the other, until 
William and Mary came to the throne. 

Such was a part of the stirring life of 
Bridget Hoar, who lies in the old * Brain 
try”’ burying ground, and the same stone 
which commemorates her, commemorates 
her husband's mother, Joanna Hoar, who 
lies beside her. Joanoa Hoar was the 
widow of Charles Hoar, one time sheriff of 
Gloucester, England. Two years after his 
death, which took place in 1638, his widow 
and five children came to New England. 

In some manner the widow managed to 
give her little brood the best of education 
for the son Leonard was graduated from 
Harvard, Margery married Henry Flint, 
the first teacher of the first church in 
* Braintry,” and was herself a teacher of 
young ladies, and one of rare merit and 
much fame. Both she aud her husband 
lie buried beside her mother. Joanna, 
another daughter, married the second Ed- 
mund Quincy, and was the ancestress of

allthe long line of Quincys hereabouts, 
must have been a man of remarkable parts, 
as of his long line of descendants, there is 
scarcely one but has attained eminence, 
and many of them the very highest 
eminence, Where the first Edmund lies 
the scribe knows not, but bis son Edmund 
lies in the old Quincy burying ground. 

A great slab of granite, for protection, it 
is said, from wolves, with an uncut stone 
at its head and foot, marks his resting 
place, The coat of arus of the family in 
metal is tet into the slab, which bears this 


single inscription: “Edmund Quincy— 
Aged 70.” 

Probably the slab is of later date than 
the slate stone that marks the resting 
place of his wife, as the modern spelling is 
followed. ‘The ordinary business men and 
mechanics, including stone-cutters, were 
not ‘hefty’? on spelling in those days, 
and the stone on the wife’s grave records 
the last resting place of ‘‘Joanny Quinsey, 
who dyed May 16, 1680, aged 55."" 

The second Edmund Quincy was evi- 
dently a man of action in more ways than 
one, and fribbled away little time in use- 
less repining, for his first wife died on May 
16, 1680, and in October, 1681, Edmund, 
bis son by the widow Eliot, was born. 

The second Edmund Quincy filled many 
important offices, among others being one 
of the committee of safety ia the provin- 
cial government after the overthrow of 
James II, and pending the arrival of the 
new charter, signed by William and Mary. 

The third Edmund was a Harvard grad- 
uate, as all or nearly all of his descendants 
of the name of Quincy have since been, 

From 1718 until his untimely death 20 
years later, he was judge of the supreme 
court, Going over to London as agent for 
Massachusetts to settle the question of a 
disputed boundary line between that state 
and New Hampshire, he fella victim to 
smallpox. His daughter was Oliver Wen- 
dell Holmes’ great grandmother, the 
** Dorothy Q,”’ of the poem of that name. 
He left ason Edmund, merchant, author 
and father of the wife of John Hancock, 
and a son Josiah, the first of a long line of 
that name. The latter lies ina tomb in 
the old burying ground. 

This Josiah’s third son, also Josiah, was

Scarlet salvia is a most excellent flower 
for use in large, tall vases, Whole branches 
of it should be cut—not single stems—if its 
lecorative qualities are to be made the 
most of. Fortunately it basa wealth of 
fine foliage to afford the necessary contrast 
for its velvety spikes of bloom, It is so 
rich in tone that a few clusters give a 
lavish effect. In fact, half a dozen spikes 
of bloom among a considerable quantity of 
foliage will be found enough for a vase of 
average size, 

To get the best and most artistic effect 
from a flower, you must put it in a vessel 
whose shape is in harmony with its habit 
of growth, If you have any doubt about 
what to put it in, experiment a little. Try 
vessels of various shapes, When youcome 
to one that allows the flower to appear 


one of the most brilliant men of his time, 
or of anytime.

He was in the Old South church when 
the men disguised as Indians rushed out to 
make their big brewing of tea and foresaw 
and foreshadowed the result. Ino 1774 he 
went to England on a political errand, as 
confidential agent for the patriots, and in 
March, 1775, sailed for home. He died at 
sea, off Gloucester, on April 26, a week 
after the battles of Concord and Lexing- 
ton, and without hearing of the battle. 

He had valuable verbal messages for the 
patriots here which died with him, his one 
longing being to have an hour’s talk with 
Joseph Warren and Samuel Adams, A 
neat marble shaft in the Quincy burying 
ground enumerates his many virtues, and 
pays tribute to that of his wife, Abigail 
Phillips, ‘the best of mothers.”’

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Taxes in Quincy. 


The rate of taxation in Quincy this year 
is very high—$18 on $1,000—the highest 
ever known either as a townorcity. But 
this the citizens would probably bear with- 
out much grumbling if the assessors did 
not place the valuation so high. Much 
property is valued for more than it will 
bring under the hammer. Land on back 
streets, fitonly for common residences, is 
valued at from 20 to 25 cents per square 
foot. Choice lots on President’s Hill, with 
a fine ocean and landscape view, are offered 
for less money. 

Choice corner lots, or land on the main 
thoroughfares, fit for mechanical business, 
may be worth 25 or 50 cents per foot ; but 
there is much that is taxed too high; more 
than it would bring if it had t@ be sold. 


High valuation and high rates makes it 


very burdensome on our people. 

Of course the assessors are not to blame 
for the high rates; the council make the 
appropriations, and the assessors simply 
assess it on the property they find. If they 
do it honestly and fairly on the property, 
not in excess of its market value, they 
are not to blame; but it is the councilmen. 
As long as the School Committee demand 
such large appropriations, our citizens can- 
not expect to have good streets and side- 
walks, and other things, which we are 
much in need of without heavy taxes. 
On the road we are now traveling it looks 
as if the taxes might be higher before they 
are any less. 

Retrenchment is certainly needed. Still 
we should have for a city better streets and 
sidewalks and other necessary improve- 
ments. When can we expect them? 


A New Street. 


The Sewer Commissioners are not idle 
and they evidently mean business. They 


are now making a preliminary survey for 


the brick main sewer which will extend 
from Coddington street near Newcomb 
street to the pumping station near Merry- 
mount park. 

While the direct route of this main is 
not as yet determined, it will probably run

School Ventilation. 


Parents will be glad that, with our 
crowded school rooms, some improvement 
bas been made during the vacation, in 
regard to heat and fresh air. Ventilation | 
is a difficult thing to gain in aroom where 
there is a large number of persons. 

The practice that of late years has crept | 
into our schools of opening all the win- 
dows at certain intervals, thus completely 
changing the air, allowing the children to 
stretch their cramped limbs is a very good 
one, as free ventilation is thus gained, and 
no artificial method is better. This is 
good as far as it goes. 

We were told a few years ago that in the 
laboratory at Harvard, a costly and what 
was supposed to be, a scientific system of 
ventilation was adopted to ensure a _free- 
dom of escape of the bad odors generated 
there. All was done, successfully, it was 
supposed. The whole work failed and tbe 
penetrating odors do not go the way the 
authorities bade them go, 

This fact of fresh air, so necessary for 
litle bodies and brains is more important 
than any teachers or books, Our very 
large number of school children lead one to 
wish Quincy bad some free baths, where 
once a week at least,children whose homes 
have no bath privileges beyond the laundry 
wash tub, could have a good splashing 
and bathing, 

This tubbing process isa very good one, 
and it turned out some nice old grand 
parents in former days, yet statistics tive 
longer than did these worthy people. 
Quincy people seem to feel that ‘* they,” 
the City Council are to accomplish all we 
need for the good of body and soul. This 
is wrong, it is we, the people, who are to 
do the good work needed in every direction 
in our city. 

Last winter we had many, too many 
cases of diphtheria here, and in many 
households, during this past year, death 
in this terrible form took little innocents 
who should bave been spared, and who 
ought to have lived, because we have 
learned that diphtheria is a preventable

This means a} 
great deal, but itis more vital than the 
need of fine houses, fiae furniture and fine 
clothes. It means life, happy life to little 
children, it means less grief in mothers’ 
bearts, it means the possibility of men and 
women to help in the work of the world. | 

Public spirit, philanthropy, generosity, | 
missionary work are needed right here, 
while Quincy is growing so fast, before it | 
gets so large that the evils which spring 
from carelessness and ignorance are too 
great to be met wisely.

For the Patriot. 
Vacation Housekeeping. 


For the past few days it has been im- 
pressed upon my mind as a solemn duty, to 
exploit a field of literature which has hith - 
erto been much neglected, or at least scan- 
tily cultivated. Books and papers, almost 
innumerable, have been written upon the 
subject of domestic economy, and culinary 
science—but the subject of a man’s, house- 
keeping, alone during the absence of bis 
family is one, I have as yet, failed to dis- 
cover in literature. Therefore for the 
denetit and edification of lonely men under 
such circumstances, | have thought it my 
duty to give a brief, but accurate account 
of my personal experience, as a house- 
keeper during the absence of my helpmeet 
and better-half. 

When she left me it was arranged that I 
should take my meals at a neighboring 
hotel, but finding that my hours of busi- 
ness were not adapted to the meal hours at 
that place, I decided to live at home, and 
do my own housekeeping and cooking. 
Having a good supply of cook books and a 
large and convenient oil stove, it would be 
only a pleasant recreation, to concoct all 
my favorite dishes, and it certainly did 
prove to be a decided, and rather surpris- 
ing departure from any previous matri- 
monial experience. 

When I came home Monday noon the 
house was empty, but the tabls was neatly 
set, the frying-pan was on the stove, anda 
scrap of paper on which was written:

WOOL MATERIAL FOB FALL AND WINTER. 


The extraordinary favor shown to canvas 
weaves during the summer, has caused a 
repetition of them in wool materials for 
Fall and Winter. Colorings are dark and 
rich floral patterns are massed together 
effectively. Other new and handsome 
wools show rep cords that ran across the 
breadth and akin to them are varieties in 
broken reps that also extend crosswise. 
Like canvas weaves, both are in rich, dark 
floral designs set closely and quite equal 
them in attractiveness. Small, loosely 
woven checks in indistinct weave, are also 
among this year’s importations, yet not so 
markedly novel as the styles of which men- 
tion has been made, It can be added also, 
that the presentation of elegant novelties 
will interfere with the popularity of black 
skirts, which have been so extensively worn 
as now at last to have become rather weari- 
some to the eye. 


STYLES IN MAKING, 

From designs shown by Lord and Taylor 
it is evident that sleeves are to be less pro- 
nounced than formerly. Ina majority of 
examples, they are tight to the elbow or 
somewhat above it and the puff at the top 
is at times quite short andin all cases, of 
comparatively moderate siz. Certainly, 
an undue exaggeration is a thing of the 
past. Skirts remain much as they have 
been and for heavy goods, not of incon-

Spicep Tomators. One quart of vine- 
gar, three pounds of sugar, a dessertspoon- 
ful of mace, a tablespoonful each of cloves, 
and allspice, one peck of ripe tomatoes. 
Peel the tomatoes, divide them the roand 
way, take out the seeds and pulp and put 
the solid parts into the vinegar and boil 
one hour. Skim out the tomatoes and put 
into glass jars. Add the spices to the 
vinegar and boil down to about half the 
quantity and pour over the tomatoes, 


Cucumber Cuow-cuow. Soak cucum- 
bers just out of the brine until fresh. 
Scald in stroag vinegar, drain, and put in 
a stone jar, and cover witha gallon of 
vinegar scalding hot, to which has been 
added halfa pint each of mastard-seed, 
black and white, two ounces of white gin- 
ger, one of pepper, two of ground mustard, 
one each of mace, cloves and allspice, with 


two ounces of turmeric, a tablespoonful of | 


grated horse-radish, a head of garlic, one 
tablespoonful of salt, 
and three pounds of brown sugar.— Ladies 
Home Journal.

A shaft recently erected by the Common- 
wealth in the old Granary burying ground 
in Boston, to mark the grave of John 
Hancock, who was born in Quincy on the 
lot where the Adams Academy now stands, 
Jan. 23, 1737, was appropriately dedicated 
on Thursday afternoon.

The inscription reads: ‘‘ This memorial 
erected A. D. MDCCOCXCY., by the Com- 
monwealith of Massachusetts, to Mark the 
Grave of Jobn Hancock.”

Gospel Tent Meetings. 


The gospel tent work in Quincy was 
carried on successfully for two weeks while 
the tent was located on Mr. King’s field. 
The gospel was preached in the Swedish as 
well as in the English Janguage and good 
many people have heard the gospel that 
would perhaps not have heard it had it not 
been in a teat. But cold dark evenings 
came on and the hearers became conse- 
quently less ; finely it was decided after 
the advice of several friends of the gospel 
work to remove the tent to amore con- 
venient spot in the city where people would 
not have to travel through lonely fields in 
the dark. 

After a careful investigation Mr. John- 
son, who is in the charge of the tent work, 
found Mr, Faxon’s lot off Pleasant street 
the most suitable as it was near one of the 
principal streets*in the city, and as he 
thought by the outward appearance of the 
neighborhood it would be one of the 
safest places to put up a gospel tent, 

He therefore applied to Mr. Faxon who 
responded willingly to the request and a 
tent was raised on the said lot. But to 
their great surprise on Sunday forenoon 
last in the storm and hurricane that was 
raging, the tent blew down and the posts 
were pulled out of the ground. 

Then another effort was put forth and 
the tent was mended by Mr. Johnson’s 
brother; and after two days’ labor it was 
raised again. Since then it has been blow- 
ing a gale and the rain has been falling 
heavily and the result was that the tent 
was blown to pieces at the nearest end to 
the street. But their greatest astonish- 
ment was when they found that in this 
apparently quiet neighborhood that seemed 
to have no police protection someone had 
gone around the tent and destroyed the 
property belonging to the Y. M. C. Associa- 
tion of this city; and also of the New Eng- 
land Evangelical!

The Storms This Week. 


| The heavy storm Suoday rather put a 


damper on those who had planned to pass 
the day at the seashore. It commenced to 
rain about 9 o’clock Saturday night and 
continued all night.

In fact during the whole day the rain 
seemed to come in spasms and when it did 
rain hard it seemed as though the flood 
gates of heaven had been opened. 

Alt these times the streets were covered 
with surface water and the hilly stieets 
presented the appearance of minature 
rivers. The streets were washed out in 
many places, the most damage being to 
Pleasant street where both ends were badly 
guilied. Buckley street was also badly 


| gullied out, and some of the new dressing

brook, 

The boats of the Sqnantum Yacht club 
were the severest sufferers on Thursday 
the wind baving aclean sweep from the 
Nantasket roads. Unless a boat's ground

break adriftin aheavy blow. The large 
sloop Naaid Queen went ashore on the 
Wollaston beach near the bulkhead and 
had a large hole stove in her side; the 
Burgess yacht broke adrift and fouled Joe 
Vaughn's Eva, where she pounded for 
some time, tearing the Eva’s jib; the jib 
and mainsail yachts West Wind and 1492 
and the cat 98" were also cast ashore;

Some Use of Lemons. 


Lemons rid the system of humors and 
bile, and leave no evil effects. Weak, de- 
bilitated people oftentimes may be greatly 
benefited by a free use of them. Lemon 
juice should be diluted with water, or 
sweetened sufficiently so that it will not 
produce a drawing or burning sensation in 
the throat, Clear lemon juice is very ir- 
ritating; the powerful acid of the juice 
will cause inflammation if the use of it is 
continued any length of time. 

A bilious attack may be soon overcome 
by taking the juice of one or two lemons 
in a gobletof water before retiring and in 
the morning before rising. Where taken 
on an empty stomach, the lemon has an 
opportunity to work on the system, Con- 
tinue the use of them for several weeks. 
Lemons are an excellent remedy in pul 
monary discases, When used for lung 
trouble, from six to nine a day should be 
used, More juice is obtained from lemons 
by boiling them, Put the lemons into cold 
water and bring slowly to a boil. Boil 
slowly until they begin to soften; remove 
from the water and when cold enough 
to handle squeeze until all the juice is ex- 
tracted, strain and add enough loaf or 
crushed sugar to make it palatable, being 
careful not to make it too sweet. Add 
about twice as much water as there is 
juice, This preparation may be made 
every morning, or enough may be prepared 
one day to last three or four days, but it

No. 7 Goffe | For six large glasses of lemonade use six 


large, juicy lemons; roll on a hard surface, 
so that the juice can be easily extracted. 
| Peel and slice. Add sufficient sugar to 
| sweeten, and stir it well into the juice 
before adding the water. 

| Hot lemonade will break up a cold if 
taken at the start. Make it the same as 
cold lemonade, only use boiling water in- 
stead of cold water and use about one-half 
as much sugar. 

A very nourishing drink for a convales- 
cent isto add a fresh egg, beaten as light 
as possible, to a glass of strong lemonade. 
The lemon will destroy the raw animal 
taste that is so offensive to some, 

A piece of lemon, or stale bread moist- 
ened with lemon juice, bound on a corr, 
will cure it, Renew night and morning. 
The first application will produce soreness, 
but if treatment is persisted in for a 
reasonable length of time, a cure will be 
effected. 

The discomfort caused by sore and 
tender feet may be lessened, if not entirely 
cured, by applying slices of lemon on the 
feet. 

To cure chilbains, take a piece of lemon, 
sprinkle fine salt over it and rub the feet 
well, Repeat if necessary. 

Lemon juice will remove roughness and 
vegetable stains from the hands. After 
baving the hands in hot soap suds rub 
them with a piece of lemon. This will pre- 
vent chapping and make the hands soft 
and white, 

Silverware can be cleaved brighter and 
will keep brighter longer when cleaned 
with lemon than with any other prepara- 
tion, 

To remove mildew take equal parts of 
soap—soft soap is best—and fine starch, 
moisten with lemon juice, spread the paste 
thickly on both sides of the cloth, then ex- 
pose to the sun. When the paste becomes 
dry soften it with more lemon juice. 

To take out iron rust cover the spot 
with fine salt and saturate with lemon 
juice and lay on the grass. Repeat if 
necessary-—American Agriculturist,

It has become the fashion to say the

City Halli Remodeling, 


To the Editor of the Patriot: 


From the report of the last meeting of 
the Council I learn that $24,000 was appro- 
priated for the purpose of remodeling and 
farnishbing City Hall. Ofall the schemes 
which have ever been devised to impose 
extra burdens on the taxpayers, this is the 
most extravagant and absurd. 

If it were not possible to find capable 
men to fill the official positions because of 
the building not being a suitable place in 
which to transact the city’s business, a 
change of quarters might be necessary, 
There i3 no dearth of applicants for any 
place made vacant by reason of death, 
resignation or removal, and I never knew of 
an official when installed at City Hall to 
apply for additional life insurance, al- 
though it might be advisable to do so con- 
sidering the filthy condition of the cellar 
over which the Board of Health is supposed 
to preside as a smelling committee, 

I would like to ask the authorities at 
City Hall what the janitor is appointed for. 
I examined the cellar there and found it in 
a very dirty state with piles of ashes, gravel 
and a large quantity of old papers and 
other rubbish strewn around in confusion, 
If the back yard connected with any 
property of mine was ia like condition | 
should expect to hear from the Board of 
Health at once, 

The poor tramp is used as a potent lever 
to secure the reconstruction of City Hall. 
With a modern lockup the furnishings 
must necessarily be such as to correspond 
with the improvements on the structure, 
@ la Dedham court house. Many years ago 
1 opposed the erection of a brick building 
for a police station on the ground of 
extravagance. The dignitaries among 
the police clamored loudly that the 
quarters were totally unfit for occupancy, 
yet from that time to this I cannot recall a 
death that has occurred there. One tramp 
tried to hang himself but was cut down, 
resuscitated and allowed Lo exist as a curse 
to the community, 

Another argument that is advanced to 
support the reconstruction plan is that the 
city would be provided with proper apart- 
ments for its various boards and thus save 
much money now paid to other parties for 
rentals. In view of the profligate manner 
in which the present Council has ad 
ministered the finances, we cannot expect 
any great economy from this source. 

Although [am one of the heaviest tax- 
payers, I never find fault when money is 
used for economical, business-like enter- 
prises, but when I see it squandered for 
palatial public buildings to accommodate 
and benefit those officials and their po- 
litical friends who manipulate municipal 
affairs, I regard it my duty to enter a pre- 
test in the interests of those who, like my- 
self, contribute largely the 
treasury. 

The prospects are that we are approach- 
ing the hardest winter ever known to this 
country, not only for the poor but for those 
who regard themselves as rich in this 
world’s goods. It behooves us therefore to 
consider the necessity for the strictest 
economy and of preventing needless ex- 
penditures of public funds. 

I sincerely hope that His Honor, Mayor 
Adams, with his knowledge of business 
matters, may realize that the present 
burden of taxation is all the people can 
bear and will promptly this 
travagant appropriation,

Corn CuHowper. Take twelve ears of 
green corn and score down the center of 
each row. Press out the pulp. Slice two 
onions; cut potatoes into dice; cut one 
quarter of a pound of bacon; put bacon 
and onion into a pan and fry, stirring 
constantly. Now puta layer of potatoes 
in the bottom of the kettle, then a sprink- 
ling of onions and bacon, then a layer of 
corn. Repeat the order of layers until all 
the ingredients are used, seasoning each 
layer with a little salt and pepper and 
sprinkling over a teaspoonful of flour. 
Cover the kettle and cook slowly for an 
hour. At the end of the time break six 
water crackers over the top of the chowder 
and cook the whole five minutes longer, 
then add a half pint of milk or cream and 
it is ready to serve. 

PicKLED CRAB APPLES. Select large 
ones and wash them well, leaving the stems 
on, Prepare two quarts of vingar, six 
pounds of sugar, stick cinnamon and 
ground cinnamon, cloves, each two ounces. 
Boil together. Some prefer to steam the 
the apples and pour the liquid over them; 
others cook the apples until you can put 
a straw through them, then put in cans or 
jars. Use eight pounds of apples for this 
rule and cook liquid ten minutes after you 
have taken the apples out. 


PICKLED GRAPES. Take grapes fresh 
picked and take them off the stems care- 
fully and putin ajar. Tosix pounds of 
grapes use one quart of vinegar, three and 
one-half pounds of sugar, a little cinna- 
mon bark anda few whole cloves. Boil 
together ten minutes and cool so it is luke 
Warm, then pour over the grapes, put a 
plate over them and tie up securely. Do 
not cook the grapes at all. They will keep 
a long time. 

CREOLE Pickies. Take two dczen 
large cucumbers, a peck of green tomatoes 
and balf a peck of silver-skinned onions, 
| Put the whole cucumbers and tomatoes in 
strong brine for three days. Cut the 
onions and sprinkle with salt. Put half 
a gallon of vinegar, with three ounces of 
white mustard-ceed, one each of tumeric 
and celery-seed, one box of ground mustard 
and two pounds of brown sugar in a 
porcelain kettle, and set on the stove to 
simmer one hour. Pour over the pickles, 
seal and set in a cool place.

Hospital Festival. 


The second annual three-days’ festival 
for the benefit of the Quincy City Hospital, 
opened Thursday at Merry Mount park. 

The fair is being held on that part of the 
park nearest Hancock street and the 
grounds have been laid out as advantage- 
ously as possible. 

Acertain portion of the park has been 
roped off, the line being distinguished at 
night by a row of electric lights which 
surround that part devoted to the fair pur- 
poses, 

Directly in the front, near Hancock 
street, is the large tent, which is 340 feet 
lcng and 60 feet wide, being forty feet 
longer than that used last year. 

One end of the interior has been parti- 
tioned off for a theatre and in the other 
part are sale tables which are arranged 
about the sides and end. 

The headquarters of the executive com- 
mittee are near the entrance to the 
theatre and for their convenience the New 
England Telegraph and Telephone Co. 
have put in a long distance telephone 
which is very much appreciated by the 
committee who frequently have occasion to 
use it. 

Back of the tent are the usual number of 
side attractions found at agricultural fairs 
and the beaches, such as a fish pond, where 
there are no blanks and fishermen get a 
bite every time they throwa line. There 
is also the African dodger, shooting 
gallery, cane ringing machine, swinging 
hammer, fortune teller and bronchos, 

In the rear is a large enclosure in which 
the balloon is inflated and there was an- 
other inclosure inside of which was a pit 
where the ox was roasted. 

At night the grounds are brilliantly il- 
luminated and it is almost as light as day, 
for the Quincy Electric Light & Power Co., 
have covered the ground with lights, the 
total number being 58 series and 14 arc 
lamps. 

The attendance Thursday, the opening 
day, was quite large. It was called ‘‘Chil- 
dren’s Day,’’ and in honor of this the 
schools were closed and the children flocked 
to the grounds.

Thursday's Programme. 

At 2.30 o'clock Paul Revere Post 88,

seats in front. 

On the platform in a semicircle were 
the pupils of the High school who were to 
take part in the singing and directly in 
front were seated Chairman Herbert M. 
Federhen, Mayor Adams, Capt. J. G. B. 
Adams and Hon. William B. Rice. 

The exercises in the tent consisted of 
musical selections by the school children 
and brief remarks by Mayor Adams and an 
address by Capt. J. G. B, Adams, 

Mayor Adaws said, ‘‘ This was indeed a 
helpful day for us, for we were to play, 
make money and havea good time. We 
all feel ita duty to do something to help 
the Hospital. We who are strong may not 
appreciate it. Weof today do not appre- 
ciate it as those who knew what Quincy 
wus before the Hospital was opened. It 
was a pleasure to help it and make it 
prosperous and make it the pride of the 
city.” Mayor Adams then spoke of the 
Grand Army and said, *“‘ He felt that he 
was speaking for the younger generation 
and so long asadrop of American blood

These men before you, gave the 
best part of their lives, and now when they 
ask for aid, give it to them, but not as 
charity butasa public debt. The Grand 
Army stands for the Union, clean honest 
politics, and the honor and integrity of the 
Union<everywhere. 

It is a grand thing that we are to leave 
the flag in safe hands. We will do any- 
thing to prevent a fight, but if fight we 
must, we ask the boys to preserve, this 
country and its flag, as did their fathers in 
‘61, and the girls to as their mothers 
did.

All the chorus 
was by the 325 voices from the High, 
and the solo for ‘Red, White and Blue” 
by Misses Hayden, Lull, Osborne, Phelan, 
Sprague, Ward and Winship. 

Following the exercises in the tent was a 
band concert from 4 to 5.30 by the City 
band inside of the tent, while outside the 
children found plenty of amusement in 
riding the bronchos about the grounds and 
other sports. 

Shortly after 4.30 came the barbecue 
and the delicious juicy ox was served with 
sweet potatoes and corn to a crowd of 
hungry people who enjoyed it much. They 
nearly finished the ox and what there was 
left in the afternoon was sold during the 
evening. 

The balloon ascension and paracbute 
drop by Prof. Joseph La Roux was an- 
nounced to take place at5 o'clock but it 
was nearer 6 before the big canvas bag was 
inflated and then the boys pulled on some 
of the ropes so hard that the canvas was 
torn somewhat. It was intended to have 
two parachute jumps but something did 
not work right. The first man was taken 
up into the air about 25 or 39 feet so that 
that the second, or lower man, was just 
leaving the ground when something gave 
away and down came the top man witha 
bump. He landed on the soft ground and 
although it took some of the wind out of 
him, and frightened the crowd a little at 
first, the fellow was not injured and a glass 
of water fixed him all right. The balloon 
released of its weight sailed up into the air 
and finally toppled over and came down 
in the rear of the stable on the Adams 
farm. 

There was also many adults present, but 
the evening saw the largest crowd, the 

rounds being crowded. 

It was a good natured crowd as well as a 
large one, and it was alsoa crowd that 
seemed to spend its money freely, and at 
many of the tables the ladies in charge re 
ported very large sales, and that most of 
their articles were sold.

At the Wollaston beach the minature 
waves looked ugly as they dashed against 
the bulkhead and broke, hurling the 
spray high into the air, The sloop, Naid 
Queen, which came ashore at the bulkhead 
during Wednesday's storm, was not floated 
in time to escape Sunday’s gale. She had 
a hard time of it Sunday, the waves break- 
ing over her and giving her a severe pound- 
ing. 

The bulkhead was damaged about $300 
by Wednesday’s and Sunday’s storms, 
The planks were entirely washed away in 
some places for hundreds of feet. 

A little further along the beach, towards 
the Squantum Yacht club house, a dead 
seal was washed a shore. He had been 
shot as several bullet holes were visible. 
The yacht ‘ Burgess,”’ which broke 
adrift in Wednesday's gale, was also a 
sufferer on Thursday, she having carried 
away her bowsprit. The other yachts 
labored hard at their moorings but at dusk 
none of them had broken adrift.

THE PROSPECTS are now good for an 
early commencement of the construction 
of the sewer system. The only practical 
route for the deep level sewer between Elm 
street and the pumping station which will 
take all the sewage of Quincy Centre, is 
by an exteasion of Newcomb street to 
Greenleaf street. It is preferable also 
that sewers should be laid as far as possible 
in streets, that there may be no damages 
and that repairs may be made. Further, 
shen sewers are laid in a street, sewer 
assessments may be levied, The proposed 
street would be a public convenience, and 
would remove some of congestion from the 
narrow portion of Hancock street, the 
turnpike to Boston, between City Square 
and Greenleaf street.

desirable property will be opened up. Fax- 
on avenue and Saville avenue which are 
mere lanes will become through streets, and 
property in general in the vicinity eo- 
hanced in value to the benetit of the city.

I. would be impossible to 
negotiate sewer bonds now on favorable 
terms, Yel tnis work should goon, There 
isa demand for a sewer system and it is 
apparent Lo almost a!l house owners, es- 
pecially in the more thickly settled portions 
and where there is a hard clay near the 
surface of the ground. No appropriation 
should be made unless it is really the inten- 
tion to begin work immediately, and only 
the sum to be expended in 1896 should be 
appropriated, 


THE MAIN obj-ction to the City Hall 
remodeling was the police station annex. 
More than half of the proposed appropria- 
tion of $24,000 was for that purpose. Ten 
or twelve thousand dollars for a_ re- 
modeling of the present building might 
pass.

By Balloon to the Pole. 


If Professor Andree really has started 
from Spitzbergen for the north pole in his 
balloon, the result of bis journey will be 
awaited with the keenest interest. He car- 
ries provisions enough for four months, 
and his balloon, which holds 58,600 cubic 
feet of gas, will remain in the air for thirty 
days without having its lifting power im- 
paired to a dangerous degree. With a 
south wind, carrying him at an average 
speed of sixteen miles an hour, Andree 
expects to reach the pole in forty-three 
hours, continuing his yoyage thence to 
Behring strait, which iies nearly in a 
direct line beyond, 

Andree expects to be able to steer his 
balloon by a steering apparatus of his own 
invention. This consists of sails, and of 
three guide ropes, hanging so as to drag 
along the land or water over which the bal- 
loon is passing. By shifting the guide 
ropes around the bearing ring, Andree can 
use his sails to change the course of the 
balloon, to some extent, at any angle de- 
sired. He does not intend to go higher 
than 500 feet, unless he meets very high 
land, 

As the professor will have continual day 
in the arctic regions at this season of the 
year, if he goes by the pole, he cannot fail 
to see it. He could undoubtedly sell a pho- 
tograph of it to one of New York's rival 
papers fora very large amount.— Somerville 
Journal.

Bat what excited the curiosity of all 
strangers present was a set of little round 
bowls of silver, about the size of a large 
orange, They were brought round filled to 
the brim. Those, we were told, were 
tumblers, and we were speedily shown how 
they came by their names—a fitting lesson 
for the guests of a philologist. When one 
of these little bowls was empty it was 
placed upon the table mouth downward. 
Instantly, so perfectly was its balance, it 
flew back to its proper position as if ask- 
ing to be filled again. No matter how it

A Lighthouse Without a Light, 


The most extraordinary of all light- 
houses is to be found on Arnish Rock, 
Stornoway Bay—a rock which is separated 
from the Island of Lewis by a channel 
over five hundred feet wide. It is in the 
Hebrides, Scotland. On this rock a con- 
ical beacon is erected and on its summit a 
lantern is fixed from which, night after 
night, shines a light which is seen by the 
fishermen far and wide. Yet there is no 
burning lamp in the lantern and no attend- 
ant ever goes to it, for the simple reason 
that there is no lamp to attend to, no wick 
to train, and no oil well to replenish. 

The way in which this peculiar light- 
house is illuminated is this: “On the Is- 
land of Lewis, five hundred feet or so 
away, is a lighthouse, and from a wirdow 
in the tower a stream of light is projected 
on a mirror in the lantern on the summit 
of Arnish Rock. These rays are reflected 
to an arrangement of prisms and by their 
action are converged to a focus outside the 
lantern, from where they diverge in the 
necessary direction.” 

The consequence is that to all intents 
and purposes a lighthouse exists which 
has neither lamp nor lighthouse-keeper, 
and yet which gives as serviceable a light 
—taking into account the requirements of 
this locality—as if an elaborate and costly 
lighthouse, with lamps, service room, bed- 
room, living room, storeroom, oilroom, 
watertanks and all other accessories were

Gaining 200 Per Year. 


The attendance at the Quincy public 
schools exceeds all expectations, and is 
now upwards of four thousand. Following 
is the enrollment at the close of the second 
week of the schoo! year, Sept. 18. Totals 
on the right show the number in each 


grade in the city, and the totals at the 
bottom the number in each school: 
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401 44346 47? 5 285 886 438 3713 


To the total of 3713 should be added the 
pupils at the High school, who now 
number 378, making the grand total 4091. 
Grade 1X at the High has 211 pupils, 
Grade X, 87; Grade XI, 44, and Grade 
XU, 36. 

The increase is the more apparent when 
it is stated that the highest previous record 
was 382, in September 1895 In September, 
1894, the total was 3697. The increase is 
therefore about 200 per year, enough to 
crowd four new rooms annually, making it 
necesary to buildan eight or nine room 
school every other year. 

The summary above shows 25 rooms to 
have more than 50 children. (Grade I at 
the Quincy has an overflow room in Music 
hall building. Grade VIII at the Willard 
bas a temporary room on the third floor of 
the building. Grades Vi and VII share a 
room together in the Wollaston, and Grade 
I at this school is divided: Those who have 
attended before this term are morning 
pupils and the newly entered children 
attend in the afternoon. Grade VII of the 
Lincoln is at the Adams building, and 
Grades Vil and VIII at both the Lincoln 
and John Hancock share one room.

PRESERVED PEARS. Pare the fruit 
and drop it into cold water to prevent it 
from becoming discolored.

Add to the parings three pints of water for 
every four pounds of fruit. When the 
water begins to boil put on the steamer, 
which should contain enough pears to 
cover the bottom. Watch the fruit, and 
as soon as it becomes tender take it up 
and put ina fresh supply. When all the 
pears have been cooked take off the 
steamer and strain the liquor from the 
parings. To each quart add one pint of 
sugar. Put on the fire in the preserving 
kettle, and when it begins to boil skim 
carefully. Now add the pears and simmer 
for twenty minutes. Put the fruit in glass 
jars and cover with hot syrup. Close the 
jars at once. A small piec of ginger root 
in each jar adds flavor to the fruit, 
Flemish Beau'ies or Sheldons are the best 
pears to use.
